THE STATE OF ALABAMA, 

MONTGOMERY COUNTY, October 28th, 1861. } 

Be it remembered, that on the 7th day of October, A. D. 

1861, Andrew B. Moore, Governor of the State of Alabama, 
issued his proclamation in the words and figures following, 
to wit: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Montgomery, October 7th, 1861.} 

By virtue of the power confided by the Constitution to the 
Executive of this State, and deeming the occasion an extra¬ 
ordinary one, requiring an earlier session of the Legislature 
than is appointed by law; therefore, I, A. B. Moore, Gov¬ 
ernor of the State of Alabama, do hereby issue this my 
proclamation convening the General Assembly of the said 
State, to meet at Montgomery, the Seat of Government, on 
Monday the 28th day of October, inst. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand, and 
caused the great seal of the State to be affixed at 
Montgomery, this 7th day of October, A. D. 1861, 
and of the Independence of the Confederate States 
of America, the first year.

The chair appointed a committee of three to wait upon 
Mr. Patton and inform him of his election, consisting of 
Messrs. Brewer, Toulmin and Rico of Montgomery. 

Mr. Patton was conducted to the chair, was qualified and 
entered upon the discharge of the duties of the office. 

The Senate then proceeded to the election of a Secretary. 
Micah Taul of Talladega, alone being in nomination, and 
having received twenty-five votes, it being the whole number 
east, was declared duly elected Secretary of the Senate, was 
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qualified, and entered upon the discharge of the duties of 
the office. 

The Senate then proceeded to the election of Assistant 
Secretary. 

William W. Screws of Montgomery, and Samuel H. Dixon 
of Coosa, were placed in nomination. 

Those who voted for Mr. Screws, are:

The Senate then proceeded to the election of a Door¬ 
keeper. 

Mr. W. J. Padgett of Jackson, alone being in nomination, 
and having received twenty-five votes, it being the whole 
number -cast, was declared duly elected Door-keeper for the 
Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Rice, 

Resolved, That the House of Representatives be informed 
that the Senate has organized and is now ready to proceed 
to business. 

Message from the House by Mr. Clitherall.

Mr. President: 

The House has passed the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Senate be infonned that the House of 
Representatives has been organized by the election of Hon. 

W. H. Crenshaw, Speaker, Alex. B. Clitherall, Principal 
Clerk, B. Eason, Assistant Clerk, S. Lanier, Engrossing 
Clerk, and M. M. Nall, Door-keeper, and are now ready to 
proceed to business. 

On motion by Mr. Rice of Montgomery, 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed by the 
President of the Senate to act with a like committee on the 
part of the House, to infonn the Governor that the two 
Houses are now organized and ready to receive any com¬ 
munication he may have to make. 
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The President appointed Messrs. Rice of Montgomery, 

Groce and Walker the committee on the part of the Senate. 

Also, 

Resolved, That the editors and reporters of newspapers 
and periodicals, published in any of the Confederate States, 
have leave to come within the bar of the Senate and be fur¬ 
nished with seats and tables for the purpose of reporting for 
their respective papers. 

Message from the House by Mr. Clitherall. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 

October 28th, 1861. } 

Mr. President: 

The House concurs in the resolution of the Senate, ap¬ 
pointing a committee to wait on the Governor to inform him 
of the organization of the two Houses, and have appointed 
Messrs. Martin of Calhoun, Ashley and Pickett the commit¬ 
tee on the part of the House. 

By leave, Mr. Rice of Montgomery, introduced a bill to 
prevent the practical disfranchisement of volunteers from 
Alabama in the Congressional and Presidential elections 
and for other purposes, which was read twice under a sus¬ 
pension of the constitutional rule. 

Mr. Jemison moved to refer the bill to a select committee 
of five, which was lost. Yeas 12, Nays 13. 

Yeas—Messrs. President, Coleman, Coman, Crump, Davis, 
Heflin, Hill, Jemison, Lewis, Moren, Reavis, and Tout- 
min---12. 

Nays—Messrs. Bames, Brewer, Calhoun, Clarke, Groce, 
Harrison, Jackson, Matthews, Morgan, Rice of Jackson, Rice 
of Montgomery, Stone and Walker—-13. 

The bill was read a third time forthwith and passed. Or¬ 
dered to be sent forthwith to the House. 

On motion by Mr. Calhoun, the rules of the last session 
of the Senate were adopted as the rules for the government 
of this body until otherwise ordered. 

The Senate then adjourned until to-morrow morning 10 
o’clock. 


TUESDAY, October 29. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Rice, from the joint committee of the two Houses to 
wait upon the Governor to infonn him of the organization 
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of the two Houses, reported that they had discharged the 
duty enjoined upon them, and that the Governor is now 
prepared to communicate to the two Houses in writing. 

The committee were discharged. 

Upon a call of the districts the following bills were intro¬ 
duced: 

Mr. Toulmin, a bill to amend the charter of the Mobile 
Savings Bank. Also, 

A bill to compensate the inspectors, clerks and returning 
officers of general elections held in and for the county of 
Mobile. 

Which were severally read the first time, and ordered to 
a second reading. 

On motion by Mr. Calhoun, 

Resolved, That the President be authorized to appoint the 
following Standing Committees for the present Senate: 

A Committee on the Judiciary; Privileges and Elections; 
Propositions and Grievances; Sixteenth Sections and Six¬ 
teenth Section Funds ; Education ; Accounts and Claims: 
Agriculture ; State Printing ; Military Affairs ; State Capi¬ 
tol; Internal Improvements ; Public Lands ;. Banks and 
Banking ; Confederate Relations ; Retrenchment; Peniten¬ 
tiary ; County Boundaries ; Roads, Bridges and Ferries; 
Enrolled Bills ; Finance and Taxation ; Corporations ; In¬ 
sane Hospital. 

On motion of Mr. Brewer, the resolution was amended by 
adding a Committee on Engrossed Bills, and the resolution 
us amended was adopted. 

Upon the further call of the Districts, the following bills 
were introduced: 

Mr. Reavis, a bill to regulate Judicial Proceedings ; which 
was read twice, 

And, on motion of Mr. Stone, was laid on the table and 
one hundred and fifty copies ordered to be printed for the 
use of the two Houses. 

Also, the following bills : 

To authorize executors, administrators, guardians and 
trustees to make loans to the Confederate States. 

In relation to debts due alien enemies. 

By Mr. Walker, a bill to provide for holding special terms 
of the circuit court in the 18th judicial circuit. 

By Mr. Jemison, to incorporate the Southern Express 
Company. 

All of which were severally read twice, and referred to the 
Judiciary Committee, when raised. 
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On motion by Mr. Jackson, 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed on the 
part of the Senate, to act with a like committee on the part 
of the House to procure the attendance of such ministers of 
the several churches of this city as may be willing to attend, 
that our sessions may be opened with prayer. 

The President appointed Messrs. Jackson, Calhoun and 
Hill the committee on the part of the Senate. 

Message from the House by Mr. Clitherall. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, Oct. 29, 1861. 

Mr. President: The House has originated and passed a bill 
of the following title: 

To amend section 488 of the Code of Alabama. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the above 
House bill, which was read twice. 

Mr. Reavis moved to amend as follows: By adding after 
the words " Confederate States of America," the following: 
"Bank notes of all banks incorporated as such by the Legis¬ 
lature of this State, and coupons for interest on bonds of the 
Confederate States of America which are due." 

The bill and amendment were referred to a select commit¬ 
tee composed of Messrs. Reavis, Calhoun and Jemison. 

Message from the Governor by his Private Secretary, Mr. 
All bright. 

Mr. President: I am instructed by his excellency the Gov¬ 
ernor to deliver the Senate his annual Message. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, Ala., October 28th, 1861. } 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The Constitution provides that "on extraordinary occa¬ 
sions, the Governor may convene the General Assembly, at 
the Seat of Government." Under this authority, my procla¬ 
mation, calling an extraordinary session of the Legislature, 
was issued. 

It is proper that you should be advised as to the reasosn 
which induced this action on the part of the Executive. 

The 28th section of article 3d of the amended Constitu¬ 
tion, provides, that "the General Assembly shall meet an¬ 
nually on such day as may be provided by law, and may 
continue in session not more than thirty days." It was ap- 
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parent that the legislation made necessary by the present 
condition of the State, and of the Confederacy, could not be 
perfected within thirty days, and that a called session would 
be necessary, either in advance of, or at the close of the 
regular session. It was deemed expedient that the Legisla¬ 
ture should be convened at this time, for reasons which will 
hereafter appear. 

Congress, at its last session, passed an act entitled "An 
act to authorize the issuance of Treasury notes, and to pro¬ 
vide a war-tax for their redemption." 

The fourth section of this act declares, that "a war-tax 
shall be assessed, and levied, of fifty cents upon each hundred 
dollars in value," of the various subjects of taxation therein 
enumerated. 

The fifth section requires that a chief collector shall be 
appointed for each State, whose duty it shall be to divide 
the State into convenient districts and appoint collectors 
therefor. These collectors are required to make the assess¬ 
ment by the first of November next. 

The twenty-fourth section is in the following words: 

“ SEC. 24. If any State shall, on or before the first day of 
April next, pay, in the Treasury notes of the Confederate 
States, or in specie, the taxes assessed against the citizens of 
such State, less ten per centum thereon, it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to notify the same to the 
several tax-collectors in such State, and thereupon their au¬ 
thority and duty under this act shall cease." 

Should the State determine to pay the amount of taxes 
that may be assessed, as provided in the act of Congress, by 
the first day of April next, the ways and means of doing so 
should be detennined on at as early a day as practicable. 

This proposition, made to the States by the Confederate 
government, presents for your consideration a very grave 
question, and one which is by no means free from difficulties. 
The deduction of ten per centum from the gross amount of 
taxes assessed, is a strong inducement for the State to avail 
herself of the benefit of the act. In addition to this, our 
people would be relieved from the calls of the Confederate 
tax-collector, which is no ordinary consideration. 

This proposition on the part of the Confederate States is 
not an invasion of the rights of the States, as some have 
supposed, but is rather a concession to the States, as it per¬ 
mits them to do that which they have no right to do without 
the consent of the Confederate government. The argument 
on the other side of this question, both as to principle and 
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policy, presents very serious difficulties. The rights and 
powers of the States, and of the Confederate government, 
are plainly and distinctly marked out, and it is always safest 
and best for each government to exercise those powers, and 
perfonn those duties which legitimately belong to it, even 
though there be no constitutional difficulty in the way. The 
States should never concede to the General Government 
the exercise of powers not delegated in the Constitution; 
and they should never, except in cases of absolute necessity, 
consent to exercise powers, or to perfonn duties, which do 
not properly belong to them. As a general rule it is dan¬ 
gerous in its tendencies, and precedents of this character are 
to be avoided. 

The collection of this tax by the State, would be an oner¬ 
ous and unpleasant duty, as it imposes upon the State the 
necessity of enforcing the laws of the Confederate govern¬ 
ment against her own citizens, provided it should become 
necessary to do so. 

Again, if the State detennines to pay the tax to be levied 
by this act, by the collection of the money from the tax pay¬ 
ers, it will be onerous and oppressive, as the State and Con¬ 
federate tax must both be collected at the same time, and 
will amount, according to the best estimate I can make, to 
about two millions three hundred thousand dollars in the 
aggregate---about three times the amount of the present 
State tax. 

After the most thorough investigation of this question, I 
conclude that the State ought not to pay this tax, if to do so 
it be necessary to collect the amount from the people by the 
first of April next. But if the General Assembly in its wis¬ 
dom can devise a plan by which it can be paid without col¬ 
lecting it from the people, in the present condition of the 
country, I recommend that it be done. There is no finan¬ 
cial measure that would extend greater relief to our people. 

It may be that this important object can be effected by 
suspending, for the .present, the appropriations for educa¬ 
tional purposes, and all others not indispensable for main¬ 
taining the State government; by the aid of the banks, the 
sale of State bonds, and the issue, to some extent, of treas¬ 
ury notes. 

With these suggestions, I submit the question for your 
consideration. 

BANKS. 

Under the provisions of an act approved February 2d, 1861, 
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entitled "an act to legalize the suspension of specie pay¬ 
ments by certain ba nk s of Alabama," these banks have paid 
into the State treasury the several amounts required by said 
act, upon the terms and conditions therein specified, viz: 


The Central Bank of Alabama.$191,500 

“ Commercial Bank ” . 106,400 

“ Eastern Bank ” . 63,850 

Making a total of.. $361,750 


On the 12th day of September last, the Bank of Mobile, 
the Southern Bank of Alabama, and the Northern Bank of 
Alabama, at my suggestion and request, suspended specie 
payments ; which subjected them to the provisions of the 7th 
section of the act referred to. They promptly complied with 
said provisions, so far as required, and placed to the credit 
of the Treasurer of the State the following amounts: 

The Bank of Mobile.$219,150 

" Southern Bank of Alabama. 112,800 

“ Northern " . 81,400 

Making a total of..$413,350 

These ha nk s in February last purchased bonds of the State, 
and paid therefor in specie funds the following amounts: 

The Bank of Mobile.$100,433 34 

Southern Bank of Alabama. 100,483 34 

“ Northern “ “ . 25,000 00 

As these banks have with great promptness responded to 
my request to purchase the bonds of the State, I deemed it 
but just to them to deduct the amount of bonds purchased 
by them from the amount the suspension act required them 
to pay into the treasury. I therefore recommend that the 
amount so taken by each of these ha nk s be considered as so 
much paid under the suspension act, and that they be re¬ 
quired to exchange the bonds purchased by them, and upon 
which the interest is payable semi-annually, for the bonds 
provided for in said act, upon which the interest is payable 
annually. 

I also recommend that interest be allowed to all the banks 
from the date of the payments by them respectively, of the 
amounts required by the act legalizing their suspension, and 
that the time for the resumption of specie payments by them 
be extended. 

It is manifest that the assistance of ha nk s is indispensable 
in furnishing means to aid the State and the Confederacy in 
the great contest in which they are now engaged ; and it is 
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equally clear that they cannot continue to extend that aid if 
compelled to resume specie payments, as required by law. 

These banks having suspended for the purpose of furnish¬ 
ing pecuniary aid to the State, and at the request of the 
Executive, and as the State must rely upon them for further 
assistance, it is proper, in my opinion, that they be allowed 
interest on their money, to be paid when they resume specie 
payments. 

STATE BONDS. 

The amount of State bonds disposed of by the

To purchase provisions and stores for the army. 

This statement shows that the State is indebted to the 
banks for almost the entire amount of money procured under 
the authority of the Legislature for prosecuting the war. 

It is well known that in times of peace I have regarded 
banks as a necessary evil, but in the present exigencies of 
the country, experience compels me to regard them as a 
public necessity. It is due to the Central Bank to state, 
that under an act of the last session of the General Assem¬ 
bly, authorizing the Governor to borrow one hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars to pay the members and officers of the Legisla¬ 
ture and of the Convention, and for the payment of printing, 
&c., that bank loaned said sum to the State, in addition to 
the sums above specified. 

Whilst it is proper that the necessary restrictions should 
be thrown around these institutions, I feel assured that none 
will be imposed by you detrimental to the public interest, 
when their aid is so much needed. 

For the condition of the banks, I refer you to the report 
of the commissioners. 

The Bank of Selma, a free banking institution, purchased 
$27,000 of the semi-annual State bonds, and has manifested 
a liberal disposition to aid the State in her emergencies. 

As the State and the Confederacy will need assistance from 
every source from which it can be procured, I recommend 
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that this Rank be authorized to suspend specie payments 
upon the tenns, conditions and restrictions imposed upon 
the other banks, so far as may be practicable. 

FINANCE—CIVIL DEPARTMENT.

The above statements exhibit the amounts in the civil 
and military departments on the 30th of September, the end 
of the fiscal year, and also on the 22d of October thereafter. 

For the details of receipts and-disbursements you are re¬ 
ferred to the reports of those faithful public officers, the 
Comptroller and Treasurer. 

The two hundred thousand dollars borrowed from the 
banks to purchase army stores, will become due in January, 
1862.1 recommend that, with the consent of the banks, 
said debt be extended. Should this not be done, provision 
must be made for the payment of said sums. 

FOREIGN DEBT. 

Mr. Whiting, commissioner and trustee of the State Bank 
and Branches, has provided for the payment of the interest 
on the foreign debt, for the present year. 

It is desirable that these bonds should be paid at maturity; 
but the public exigencies require that all of our monied re¬ 
sources be reserved to meet the necessities of the State. I 
therefore recommend the passage of an act authorizing and 
providing for the renewal of the bonds, and the extension of 
the debt, for such length of time as the Legislature may 
deem advisable. 

SCHOOL FUND. 

As it is impossible to foresee what is to be the duration, 
or what the expenses of the present war, it is of the utmost 
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importance that every preparation and provision possible be 
made for its vigorous and successful prosecution, be it long 
or short. I, therefore, with great reluctance, am compelled 
to recommend that the appropriation for educational pur¬ 
poses be suspended until the termination of the war, and the 
money be applied to the defense of the country. I also sug¬ 
gest, that the fund arising from the military tax, under the 
provisions of an act approved February 18th, 1860, be ap¬ 
plied to the same purpose. 

If I believed it to be in the power of the Legislature to 
give the same direction to the interest of the Sixteenth Sec¬ 
tion Fund, I would recommend it. Taking it for granted 
that the Legislature has not the right to change the applica¬ 
tion of this fund, I respectfully suggest, that an appeal be 
made, in some form, by the Legislature, to the citizens of 
the several townships in this State, to appropriate the inte¬ 
rest of the 16th Section Fund to the support of the war, 

Most of the townships in which the Sixteenth Sections are 
valuable, are inhabited by persons of wealth, who can afford 
to make this sacrifice ; a sacrifice which is as nothing com¬ 
pared with the great end to be effected. 

Having had so many evidences of the patriotism of our 
people, and of the unexampled alacrity with which they 
respond to every call in behalf of the country, I cannot 
doubt that the citizens of the townships will willingly con¬ 
sent that the interest of this fund may be applied, during 
the war, to its support. This interest, with the appropria¬ 
tion for Common Schools, amounts to three hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

Under no other circumstances, than those which now sur¬ 
round us, would I recommend a change in the application of 
these educational funds; but every appropriation not neces¬ 
sary in conducting the State government, should be made to, 
yield to the support of our struggle for deliverance and 
liberty. 

EXTORTION. 

Complaints have been made to me from many portions of 
the State, that there were persons engaged in purchasing 
articles indispensable to the support of the army, and of our 
poor people, for the purpose, and with the intent, of extort¬ 
ing extravagant prices from those who might be compelled 
to purchase these articles. Upon this information, I issued 
a proclamation denouncing such conduct as unpatriotic and 
wicked, and instructed the Quarter Masters, and other agents 
of the State, to purchase nothing from such persons. 
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Merchants and tradesmen, in common with persons en¬ 
gaged in every legitimate pursuit, are entitled to the foster¬ 
ing care of the government; but when so forgetful of social 
duty, and regardless of the interests of their country, as to 
monopolize the trade in those commodities most necessary 
for the comfort and subsistence of our soldiers and citizens, 
it becomes the duty of the Legislature, as the public guar¬ 
dians, to adopt such measures as will prevent, as far as possible, 
the State and the people from becoming the pray of such 
harpies. 

I am gratified to be able to say, that, comparatively, but 
few are engaged in this illegitimate business; and of these, 
some are not regular merchants. 

These attempts to speculate upon the government, and 
the people, are not confined to Alabama. Every State of 
the Confederacy is infested with this class of men. 

PRESENT STATE OF COAST DEFENSES. 

It is manifest that the Lincoln government has been 
making extensive preparations for a naval expedition to the 
Southern Atlantic and Gulf Coasts, for the purpose of in¬ 
vading, if possible, the Cotton States, from that direction 
Alabama has an extensive coast to be defender, and nothing 
should be left undone that may be necessary to security and 
safety. What is to be done, should be done promptly, 

When Forts Morgan and Gaines were taken possession of 
by the troops of Alabama, the latter was in an unfinished 
condition; indeed, in its state, at that time, it was of no 
value as a point of defense. Fort Morgan had been much 
neglected, and required a large expenditure of money and 
labor to render it tenable and serviceable. What had not 
been done by the State previous to the transfer of this Fort 
to the Confederacy, has since been completed by the latter 
government. Fort Gaines, as I am informed, will soon be 
completed, and is now ready for efficient defense. These 
Forts, with the batteries at Grant's Pass, it is supposed, will 
secure the city of Mobile against the approach of the enemy 
by way of the bay, or by Spanish River. The only real 
danger to be apprehended, is the lauding of the enemy 
through the bays, or inlets, at other points on the coast- 
To prevent this, the Confederate government is making pro¬ 
vision, by the erection of batteries, and by guarding these 
points with troops. 

The State has advanced thirty thousand dollars to the 
Committee of Safety in Mobile, to aid in preparing defenses 
for the city ; and has also purchased from the city authori- 
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ties, munitions of war, at the cost of twenty-six thousand 
five hundred and twenty-four dollars, which are deposited in 
the City Armory, to meet emergencies. 

There is one regiment of troops at Fort Morgan, two bat¬ 
talions at Fort Gaines, and one company at Grant's Pass. 

Two other regiments have been ordered to the coast; a 
third has been organized in the city of Mobile, and a fourth 
will be ordered there as soon as organized. Several addi¬ 
tional regiments are being raised, and are nearly full, whose 
destination is not fixed by the Secretary of War, so far as I 
am advised ; but it is presumed they will be ordered to the 
coast, if deemed necessary, by Brig. Gen. Withers, the offi¬ 
cer in command at that point. The War Department was 
at an early day advised that the State was prepared and wil¬ 
ling to co-operate with and aid the Confederacy in making 
the necessary preparations for the protection and defense of 
our coast. 

No troops of the enemy have been landed on the soil of 
Alabama ; nor am I advised of any attempt to do so. 

There is another subject, in connection with the Gulf 
Coast, to which it is proper to call your attention. The 
passage between New Orleans and Mobile had been inter¬ 
rupted by the enemy, and steamers had ceased to run be¬ 
tween those places. The Governors of Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama deemed it a matter of the highest importance, 
not only to these States, but to the Confederacy, that this 
public highway should be opened, and kept open. They, 
therefore, mutually determined and agreed to co-operate in 
doing whatever might be necessary for this purpose, with 
the understanding that these States should pay their propor¬ 
tional share of the damages; provided the Confederacy 
would not relieve them by assuming the payment. 

This passage was opened, and the public relieved from the 
embarrassment and damage created by its interruption. 

With the view and for the purpose of carrying out the 
objects of the agreement referred to, and, at the request of 
Commodore Rosseau, Naval Commander at New Orleans, 
and of Governor Moore, of Louisiana, I took the steamer 
Florida---then at or near Mobile-with the promise of Com¬ 

modore Rosseau that he would have her anned and manned 
for service, which has been done. She was represented by 
this officer to be better adapted for the service to be per¬ 
formed than any other steamer at Mobile or New Orleans. 
Being anxious to avoid taking private property for public 
uses, unless the public exigencies imperatively demanded it, 
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I instructed Col. Percy Walker, of Mobile, the Inspector- 
General of Gen. Clemens, to charter the Florida for sixty or 
ninety days. 

This he was unable to do; the owners alleging that, to fit 
her out for the purposes intended, would render her useless 
for the business for which she was constructed. I then de¬ 
termined to purchase her, and had her appraised---the State 
having two and the owners two appraisers. 

The persons selected by the State were the appraisers for 
the Port of Mobile. 

They valued the steamer at sixty thousand dollars ; and 
the persons selected by the owners valued her at one hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The difference in the valuation was so great, that I deter¬ 
mined to take the vessel, and leave the matter to be settled 
in some just and equitable manner. I proposed to one of the 
owners---who is now a member of the House of Representa¬ 
tives—to pay the sixty thousand dollars, upon the production 
of the proper papers as to cost and ownership. This has not 
been done, but Dr. Wolff has assigned satisfactory reasons 
for not doing so. No part of the money has been paid; and 
I now submit to your consideration, whether more than sixty 
thousand dollars, the amount fixed by the State appraisers, 
shall be paid to the owners of the vessel. 

By an ordinance adopted by the State Convention, Janu¬ 
ary 14th, 1861, the Governor was authorized to appoint an 
agent to purchase provisions and stores for the troops of the 
State, and was further authorized to borrow money for that 
purpose, and to execute the bonds of the State for the same, 
having "not less than twelve months to run." On the---day 
of January, 1861, Col. J. W. Echols, of Macon county, was 
appointed agent, under said ordinance, entered into a writ¬ 
ten contract, and executed a bond, as therein provided for. 

The money to make the purchases was borrowed in coin 
from the Central, Commercial and Eastern Banks, as here¬ 
tofore stated. 

This amount was deposited to the credit of the agent, in 
the Citizens’ Bank of New Orleans. The agent, with the 
necessary assistants, immediately set out for New Orleans 
and the Northwest, to make the purchases. It is due to him 
to say that he performed the responsible duties imposed by 
his contract promptly and efficiently, and to my entire satis¬ 
faction. The provisions and stores were of the best quality, 
as I am informed by competent judges, except a small amount 
s2 
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of hay, which was slightly damaged, but was sold for a sum 
sufficient to cover costs and charges. By depositing the mo¬ 
ney in New Orleans, the agent was enabled to realize a profit 
of eight thousand dollars on exchanges between St. Louis 
and New Orleans. His account has been audited and al¬ 
lowed, and is deposited, with the written contract, in the 
Treasurer's office, subject to your inspection. 

But he is still unpaid for his services. So much of the 
contract between the State and the agent as is necessary to 
be referred to, is in the following tenns, to-wit: 

"And the said A. B. Moore, Governor as aforesaid, for, 
and in consideration of the services to be rendered in the 
premises by the said J. W. Echols, as agent, and also for the 
services of his assistants, covenants and agrees to pay the 
said J. W. Echols the sum of two thousand and two hun¬ 
dred dollars; and also agrees to pay the expenses of the said 
J. W. Echols and his assistants---not to exceed two. And 
it is further agreed by the said A. B. Moore, Governor as 
aforesaid, that, in the event of any unforseen or extraordi¬ 
nary circumstances, or accident occurring in the performance 
of this contract by the said J. W. Echols, not contemplated 
by the agreement, such additional compensation may be al¬ 
lowed as two disinterested persons may agree upon as being 
just and proper—one to be selected by each party, and the 
two to select a third, in case of disagreement by them." 

When the contract was made, it was supposed that the 
trust might be executed in thirty or forty days, but in this 
both parties were mistaken, as the agent was engaged about 
three months in completing his labors. 

In consequence of. this, and the skill and management of 
the agent in accumulating the fund, by way of exchanges, 
he insisted on being allowed the amount of the exchange 
for his services, exclusive of his expenses, which have been 
paid. I did not feel at liberty ,to settle with him on these 
term’s, and the question of compensation has been left open 
for your detennination. 

Col. Echols has been a faithful, energetic-agent, and is en¬ 
titled to liberal compensation. 

TROOPS AND CLOTHING. 

In the exercise of the powers confided to me by the ordi¬ 
nances of the Convention, and the acts of the last Legisla¬ 
ture, to protect the State from invasion, I deemed it of pri¬ 
mary importance to act with the State of Florida, in secu¬ 
ring the possession of the Navy Yard and Forts near Pensa¬ 
cola, then in the possession of the Government of the Uni- 
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ted States. A volunteer force under the command of Col. 
Lomax was promptly dispatched to Pensacola with that ob¬ 
ject, and succeeded in effecting the surrender of the Navy 
Yard, and the occupation of Forts Barrancas and McRae. 

The troops which had accomplished these important results, 
and who had volunteered with reference to that special pur¬ 
pose, were subsequently relieved by twelve months volunteers, 
who were accepted by me under the provisions of the ordin¬ 
ance of Jan. 19, 1861. The Garrison at Port Morgan, under 
the command of Col. Todd, consisting of volunteer troops 
organized under the act of 24th February, 1860, was in its 
turn relieved by volunteers accepted under the same ordin¬ 
ance. Recruiting stations were opened, and a battalion of 
three years regulars enlisted, and thoroughly organized. The 
volunteer forces near Pensacola and at Fort Morgan were 
fonned into regiments, and with the battalion of regulars 
remained in the service of the State at these points, until 
the Confederacy assumed the conduct of the war, when they 
were transferred to that Government under the authority of 
the ordinance of 11th March, 1861. 

In July last, in view of the menacing attitude which had 
been assumed by the Northern Government---the prepara¬ 
tions which were making by it for the transportation of a 
large force with munitions of war, by sea---and the necessary 
concentration of a large proportion of the Confederate forces 
in Virginia—it was deemed proper as a prudential measure, 
to strengthen the defenses of Mobile, by the acceptance of 
two regiments and several companies—-in all about twenty- 
five hundred troops, under the ordinance of 19th January 
last; which was done, however, upon the express agreement, 
that the troops thus accepted should not be entitled to any 
pay or allowances, unless ordered into actual service, or into 
camps of instruction ; and, in the last case, to be subsisted 
and furnished with camp equippage only. In order to secure 
the necessary field instruction, as well as generally to pro¬ 
mote its discipline and efficiency, a camp of instruction was 
fonned for one of these regiments for thirty days. These 
troops, maintained at a small expense to the State, well 
armed, and prepared to act as emergency might require, con¬ 
stituted a valuable auxiliary to our coast defences. They 
were retained in the State service until very recently, when, 
with the understanding that they would be accepted by the 
Confederate Government, to which their services had been 
tendered, they were discharged. 

Directly connected with this subject, is the disposition 
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made by me of the arms and munitions of war belonging to 
the State. On the commencement of hostilities between 
the two Governments, I considered that my duty, as the Ex¬ 
ecutive of Alabama, required of me. to afford to the Con¬ 
federate Government a ready and efficient support to the ut¬ 
most of my ability. The cause of the Confederacy was the 
cause of Alabama, and the resources of the State which were- 
at my command, and essential to a vigorous and successful 
prosecution of the war, I freely placed at the disposal of the 
Confederate Government. The arms---upwards of twenty 
thousand stand---and other munitions of war, acquired by the 
State in taking possession of the arsenal at Mount Vernon 
and Fort Morgan, were, under the direction of the ordinance 
of 9th March, 1861, turned over to the Confederacy; while 
those which the wisdom and foresight of the Legislature of 
1859-60, in anticipation of the events which subsequently 
transpired, had enabled me to provide, were liberally sup¬ 
plied to the volunteer force of Alabama in the Confederate 
service. Your State has given to the defence of the Con¬ 
federacy fully twenty-seven thousand of her men. She has 
organized and in the field twenty-three regiments, two bat¬ 
talions, at least ten companies of horse, and as many of foot, 
while five other regiments are in process of formation-—their 
ranks nearly full. Of these troops, Alabama has armed 
more than fourteen thousand, and equipped near half that 
number, besides furnishing large supplies of powder, heavy 
and light artillery, and other munitions of war, independent 
of those which resulted from the occupation of Mount Ver¬ 
non. The expenditures which have been made by the State 
in acquisitions which the Confederacy has received-—the 
supplies which have been furnished at the expense of your 
treasury to arm, equip and subsist her troops—the expenses 
of the State in defending and protecting the Gulf coast 
in Alabama and Florida, after the formation of the Con¬ 
federate Government, as they resulted to the common 
good, constitute a just claim upon the common treasury, 
which will doubtless be acknowledged and paid by that 
Government. 

In this connection I would also bring to the notice of your 
honorable body, that I have taken the responsibility of an¬ 
ticipating, to a considerable extent, the payment of the 
clothing commutation money, to be made by the Confederate 
Government to the troops from this State in her service, 
and investing the amount in clothing for their benefit. I 
assumed this responsibility, only under the conviction that 
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the large amount of clothing required, could not otherwise 
be supplied, and that the comfort and health of the troops, 
as well as their efficiency in the field, imperatively demanded 
it. The provision made by law to the volunteer to supply 
him with clothing, was originally $21, since increased to 
$25, which is paid him on the first pay day, and every six 
months afterwards, during his continuance in the service. 

A large proportion of the volunteer force from this State 
have no other means to furnish themselves with clothing than 
the provision thus made, and of those who entered the service 
during the last spring and summer, not one has received 
more than the lowest sum I have named, to provide himself 
with both summer and winter clothing, including blankets. 
The facts I have stated are sufficient, and I need scarcely 
refer to the difficulty in obtaining the material—-of volun¬ 
teers in active service making the purchases-—the extortions 
and petty impositions which they were too frequently sub¬ 
jected to. With the increased prices, the impossibility of 
anticipating their clothing allowance, or of purchasing upon 
a credit, those who were dependant upon that allowance 
alone, could hardly be kept in the field in a climate like that 
of Virginia and Tennessee during the winter months—-cer¬ 
tainly, not, without great suffering. Much, indeed, was to 
be expected from individual exertion and private liberality, 
and these expectations have not been disappointed. Com¬ 
panies and individual volunteers from the more wealthy 
counties, have, in many instances, been amply provided for, 
and in response to the appeals which I have publicly and 
officially made, large amounts of clothing have been for¬ 
warded me for general distribution ; but the supplies thus 
obtained, fall far short of meeting the necessities of the large 
number of our troops in the service. It was with a view to 
these results, that I determined to apply a portion of the 
State funds to the purchase of the material for clothing, a 
large portion of which I was assured would be gratuitously 
made up, through the patriotic efforts of the female "Aid 
Societies " throughout the State. It was not my purpose to 
supply even the material for clothing all the volunteers from 
the State. The treasury would not have afforded the means. 
My object was simply to aid the volunteers to the extent of 
the ability of the State, in anticipation of the clothing al¬ 
lowance to which they were entitled, and out of which when 
made under the existing laws of the Confederacy, the State 
could be re-imbursed. There were, indeed, other consider¬ 
ations which were not without their influence. The clothing 
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---the material of which was purchased in large quantities 
for cash, directly from the manufacturer or wholesale dealer, 
and made up, to a large extent, by gratuitous labor—could 
be supplied to the volunteers at prices greatly lower than 
they could obtain them in the usual course of trade, 
and the extortions and speculations on his necessities be 
avoided. 

In the distribution of the clothing, I regarded the troops 
in Virginia as first demanding my attention. The severity 
of the climate—the difficulty of obtaining supplies, caused 
by the large number to be supplied—and the character of 
the service, left no doubt on my mind, that their wants were 
more pressing than those who were serving in the milder 
climate of the Gulf. The most necessitous were first to be 
supplied. Richmond was selected as the principal depot for 
distribution—a warehouse rented in that city---distributing 
agents appointed, and a proper system of accountability 
established. The clothing made up under the direction of 
the State, as well as that received for general and special 
contribution, was forwarded by transportation agents—-a 
class of agents rendered necessary by the dangers of loss, 
difficulties and detention incident to a long route of Railroad 
transportation—the roads crowded with freight to a much 
greater amount than was anticipated or prepared for. Great 
care was taken in the selection of these agents, who were 
instructed to deliver the special contributions intended for 
companies or individuals to the Captains of the companies, 
or, when that, was not practicable-as it was not in every in¬ 

stance---they were left in charge of an agent to be delivered 
when opportunity offered. Of the general contributions—- 
by which I mean donations made to the State without de¬ 
signating the objects of the bounty—those essential to the 
sick, were forwarded for the use of the Alabama Hospital, 
established mainly by the exertions and liberality of Mrs. 
Arthur F. Hopkins,—-for whose untiring efforts in the cause 
of the sick and wounded of Alabama the wannest thanks of 
the State are due. The remaining portion was thrown into 
the common stock, with the clothing furnished by the State, 
and a scale of prices adopted for the whole, by persons dis¬ 
connected with the distribution, which it is supposed would 
be sufficient to re-imburse the State the actual cost. By this 
course, the volunteers realized the full and equal benefit of 
these contributions, by receiving the clothing in which the 
funds of the State were invested, at less than actual cost. 

I have deemed it my duty to call your attention specially to 
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the facts connected with the purchase and distribution of 
the clothing, for the reason that I acted without authority, 
and for the additional reason, that in relation to some oftne 
existing contracts, justice to the contractors may require a 
recognition of them from your body. 

HOSPITAL FOR SOLDIERS. 

I desire to call the attention of the Legislature to the fol¬ 
lowing letter from a distinguished Physician and Surgeon 
in the army from Alabama, in regard to providing a hospital 
for the sick and feeble troops from this State in the army of 
the Potomac: 

“CENTERVILLE, VA., Sept. 27, 1861. 

“Governor A. B. Moore, 

“Montgomery, Alabama : 

“SIR---A Virginia winter is rapidly approaching, which a 
large portion of the troops of the Confederacy seem likely 
to have to spend upon this border of our country. 

"This is a poor section of the State. The villages are few 
and straggling, and the houses in town and country, gener¬ 
ally small, and many of them in a state of partial dilapida¬ 
tion. 

"Good winter quarters are necessary for all the troops, but 
indispensably so for the sick and weak. For Alabama, I am 
of the opinion, that the sick and weak, or convalescent, may 
be safely set down at one-fourth the whole number. 

"These men will have to be provided with good hospital 
accommodations speedily, or many of them will die for the 
want of them ; for, after all the efforts, I fear many of them 
will be thinly clad, and wanting in over-coats, blankets and 
gloves. Were they well clad, still the hospital accommoda¬ 
tions are indispensable. 

“Now, I am satisfied our Government, through its proper 
departments, is making all the efforts to meet this great 
want, it can, and that much will be accomplished; yet there 
is reason to fear the Government will not be able to provide 
in time accommodations for such a large number of men as 
will need them. Of the magnitude of this enterprise, you 
may fonn an idea when I tell you that, in our single brigade 
nearly fifteen hundred men are unable to march. 

“It has seemed to me that this was an occasion when the 
States might, with propriety, step in and do a great work of 
benevolence and duty to their soldiers. I have heard nothing 
of late of the Alabama Aid Association that commenced its 
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operations at Richmond, far away from the point at which 
its services were most needed. 

“I learned that they had opened an "Alabama Hospital," 
which was full before they had taken one. hundred patients. 

My own regiment would have filled it at one time during 
the last two months, and then had a good many men unpro¬ 
vided for. 

"You will see how inadequate such a scale of operations 
is to the wants of our troops. Besides, we want hospitals 
up here nearer to us, immediately on the railroad from Rich¬ 
mond, or some branch of it. A hospital can be opened by 
renting and building, or building alone. 

"The Confederate Government is having an extensive hos¬ 
pital constructed, just in the rear of Manassas, on a very 
economical, and at the same time, commodious plan. The 
Medical Director informs me that there are some good points 
and villages unoccupied yet, which our State could secure. 

The State of Mississippi has, I am informed, appropriated 
fifty thousand dollars to this purpose, and has sent out an 
agent who has secured buildings at "Warrenton, and is rap¬ 
idly preparing a hospital there for the troops from that State. 
Such a hospital should have Surgeons and Assistant Surge¬ 
ons "commissioned" by the Confederate Government, if they 
are paid by the State—for the purpose of military govern¬ 
ment, and furnishing legal papers to soldiers, and proper re¬ 
ports and returns to the Medical Bureau at Richmond, &c. 

"I have felt it a duty to lay this state of things before your 
Excellency, not doubting that the State of Alabama would 
sustain you in anything you, in your judgment, feel called 
upon to do to meet this emergency, 

"Should you decide to investigate the subject, or to act on 
the suggestions, a reliable and competent agent will be of 
the first importance. 

“I have the honor to be your most o’bt serv't, 

“C. J. CLARK, 

"Surg’n 10th Ala. Reg't, and Ch’f Surg’n 5th Brigade." 

I can add nothing to the facts and arguments contained in 
this letter, and recommend that provision be made without 
delay for the appointment of a suitable agent to go to Vir¬ 
ginia to inquire more particularly into the necessity and 
practicability of renting a building, or buildings, as suggested 
by Dr. Clark, and that the necessary appropriations be made 
for that purpose. The State has contributed one thousand 
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dollars in cash to the support of the hospital in Richmond; 
and Churches, Aid Societies and individuals have also given 
large amounts of money and hospital stores for the same 
purpose. Another hospital building has been rented at 
Richmond, by Mrs. Hopkins, since the foregoing letter was 
written. This, however, does not meet the wants of the sick 
at Manassas, as Richmond is too far from that point. 

SALT SPRINGS. 

As salt is an article of prime necessity to our people, and 
as the State owns valuable springs in the county of Clarke, 
capable, I am told, of furnishing a large amount of salt, it is 
recommended that they be leased to some person or persons 
who will obligate themselves to commence its manufacture, 
that our citizens may be supplied with this indispensable 
article, to the extent of the capacity of the springs to pro¬ 
duce it. 

MILITARY INSTITUTES. 

The University of Alabama, and the other Military Insti¬ 
tutions of the State, have been eminently successful, and 
have borne ample testimony to the wisdom of the Legisla¬ 
ture in introducing this branch of education into our colle¬ 
ges, and in giving special aid to a certain number of poor 
young men from each county in the State. 

For the amount of money expended, the State has already 
been amply compensated by the services of the Cadets. Ma¬ 
ny of them have been engaged, during the summer and fall, 
in drilling volunteer companies for the Confederate service, 
and many more are in the anny; some as privates, and oth¬ 
ers us officers. Their skill and efficiency are universally ac¬ 
knowledged ; and the beneficial results of their instruction 
and examples are seen and felt. These institutions deserve 
and should receive the special care and encouragement of the 
State. The ranks made vacant by those Cadets who are in 
the army, I am gratified to learn, are already filled. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

On the 11th day of last January a Convention represent¬ 
ing the people of this State, severed its connection with the 
government of the United States, and gave it a separate and 
independent existence among the nations of the earth. To 
this bold and decisive step our people were led by the con¬ 
viction, slowly and reluctantly attained, that the sacred 
guarantees provided by the Constitution were destined to 
an early subversion by a purely sectional party, which had 
for years been rapidly increasing in strength, and which had 
at length acquired the control of the most important depart- 
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ments of the government, under circumstances which ren¬ 
dered it morally certain that the doctrines of the party--- 
utterly subversive of the political equality of the South, in¬ 
volving the destruction of the rights of its property, and 
carrying with it the social degradation of its people—would, 
at no distant day, be carried into practical operation. This 
conviction was produced by a long series of acts and declara¬ 
tions of an alanning character, which culminated in the 
election of Abraham Lincoln to the Presidency of the Uni¬ 
ted States. Subsequent events have fully justified the ap¬ 
prehensions of those who adopted the ordinance of seces¬ 
sion ; have vindicated their conduct, and conclusively de¬ 
monstrated that secession alone has saved for us the consti¬ 
tutional liberty which it was the aim and object of our fa¬ 
thers to secure. The career of the present government of 
the United States has been marked by the grossest aggres¬ 
sions upon the constitutional rights and liberties of the peo¬ 
ple. President Lincoln, usurping an authority which was 
designedly withheld by the Convention that framed the 
Constitution, and at the same time arrogating to himself 
purely legislative power,-soon after his inauguration, com¬ 

menced a war upon the most extended scale upon the sece¬ 
ded States. He has abolished that great bulwark of liberty, 
the writ of habeas corpus, which was amply secured by the 
Constitution he was sworn to support. He has overthrown 
the constitutional authority of the judiciary, even when in¬ 
terposed by the venerable Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in behalf of a citizen’s outraged 
liberty. He has in many places subverted the civil by mili¬ 
tary authority, and put the people under the rule of martial 
law, to be administered by creatures of his own selection. 

In the States which his armies have invaded, slaves have 
been seduced from their owner and declared free. By his 
despotic command the freedom of speech and of the press 
has been destroyed ; newspapers which dared to protest 
against the overthrow of the Constitution have been sup¬ 
pressed ; the people, without process of law, have been sub¬ 
jected to searches and seizures in their persons, houses, pa¬ 
pers and effects ; and, as if to demonstrate that no right was 
too sacred to be violated, and no act of tyranny too gross 
and revolting to be perpetrated, virtuous and patriotic citi¬ 
zens have been ruthlessly seized and transported to distant 
places, and there incarcerated ; and even women, without 
the fonns of law, have been drawn from the domestic altar 
into imprisonment. Within a period of eight months, all 
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security of life, liberty and property in the United States 
has been destroyed—-the Constitution has been virtually set 
aside---and a military despotism has taken the place of the 
government which our fathers framed. We may well con¬ 
gratulate ourselves and return thanks to Almighty God that 
a timely action on our part has saved our liberties, preserved 
our independence, and given us, it is to be hoped, a perpet¬ 
ual separation from such a government. May we in all com¬ 
ing time stand separate from it, as if a wall of fire inter¬ 
vened. 

The secession movement has been successful. Eleven 
States, with an intelligent, brave and chivalric population, 
united in interest by the homogeneous character of their 
institutions, abounding in all the agricultural and mineral 
productions necessary to sustain and enrich a people ; favored 
with varied and extensive facilities for manufacturing ; tra¬ 
versed by large and navigable rivers ; connected by long 
lines of railroads, and having a sea coast stretching from the 
Potomac to the Rio Grande, having confederated together 
and formed a Constitution, the wisdom of which challenges 
the admiration of the world. Kentucky and Missouri hesi¬ 
tated to join in the great movement, until the chain of the 
tyrant was almost riveted upon their giant limbs ; but awak¬ 
ened by the perils of their condition, their brave and patri¬ 
otic sons, aided by the soldiers of the Confederate States, 
are now struggling with an energy and courage which can- 
uot fail to throw off the authority of Northern despotism 
and secure their independence. It is confidently believed, 
that at an early day we shall have the pleasure of welcoming 
these States into our Confederacy. Maryland, too, though 
now down-trodden and oppressed, cannot long be held in 
subjection by the corrupt and crumbling dynasty at Wash¬ 
ington. The enemy which has stricken down liberty in this 
State, and inflicted the most revolting outrages upon its citi¬ 
zens, will yet be driven out, and at no distant day, Maryland, 
freed from the despotism which now stifles her voice, will 
speak the wishes of her people and link her destinies with 
ours. When the fourteen States in which alone slavery ex¬ 
ists to any considerable extent shall have thus been united 
into one Confederacy under our common Constitution, so 
wisely adapted to their condition, the great revolution will 
have accomplished its purpose; and thus will have been ad¬ 
ded the last column needed to support through coming ages 
the structure of our government. 

The events of the war have demonstrated the ability of 
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our government to sustain itself. With the largest and beat 
appointed armies which have ever been organized upon this 
continent, and a navy greatly superior to our own, our enemy 
has not attained anywhere a decided advantage. Arro¬ 
gantly announcing the purpose of subjugation, he has not 
been able to extend an invasion to any considerable extent 
from the border ; and in his latest attempt, his army had 
scarcely set foot upon Virginia soil before it was driven back 
by a small but brave band of volunteers, in confusion and 
defeat---many of the invaders finding a grave beneath the 
waves of the border river they had just crossed. In almost 
every engagement, the victory has been with us. Every 
battle-field bears testimony to the valor of our troops. 

Your citizens in every part of the State have shown an 
eager desire to enter into the military service. The Govern¬ 
ment at Richmond, as well as the State Government, has 
been literally beseiged with applications from this State for 
admission into the anny ; and wherever her troops have been 
engaged, they have exhibited dauntless courage and intrepid 
coolness. The 4th regiment, commanded by the lamented 
Col. Egbert J. Jones, was the only portion of the Alabama 
volunteers which had an opportunity to participate actively 
in the battle of Manassas. That regiment, exhibiting the 
qualities which are believed to be common to all our volun¬ 
teers, after all of its field officers fell in the fierce and pro¬ 
longed conflict, drove back several regiments of the enemy 
successively led against it, and maintained the unequal fight 
with unfaltering courage, until the enemy's flight terminated 
the battle. The men of that regiment, by their gallantry, 
earned for it a proud distinction, justly entitling them to 
the gratitude of the State. Their conduct will hereafter 
stand as a glorious example of heroism to be emulated by 
our other brave and gallant volunteers. Recently a small 
number of Alabama troops, participating in an attack upon 
the enemy's camp on Santa Rosa Island, well sustained the 
character for courage and daring which the conduct of the 
4th regiment had given to Alabama volunteers ; and all, I 
am proud to say, have endured with fortitude and patience 
the toils and privations of a soldier's life, which are not the 
less trying because they are from the excitement of battle. 

It is a matter of gratulation, that whatever dissatisfaction 
may have existed at first, on account of the adoption of the 
ordinance of secession, it exists no longer. The people of 
the State, with few individual exceptions, have been con¬ 
vinced by subsequent acts of the Northern Government, that 
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that measure was indispensable to the preservation of our 
liberty and property, and now give their best energies to its 
support and defense. We now present the gratifying spec¬ 
tacle of a united and harmonious people, satisfied with out 
institutions, ardently attached to the government, and re¬ 
solved to maintain it. All classes in every part of the State, 
with rare exceptions, have been prompt to contribute to the 
support of the government in the struggles and trials which 
an unjust war have brought upon it in its infancy. The an¬ 
nals of history afford few examples of higher and purer pa¬ 
triotism than has been evinced by the people of Alabama. 

Vain is the idea of our enemies, that such a people can be 
subjugated. It is true that our independence, like every 
other great good, has to be purchased with a price. The 
separation, by which alone it could be accomplished, has 
brought upon us the evils of war. But these evils are pass¬ 
ing and temporary, while the degradation of submission 
would be lasting and pennanent. Years of hardship, and, 
it may be, of suffering, are of but little moment in the ex¬ 
istence of a nation ; and the boon of rational Liberty, per¬ 
haps for centuries, is lightly purchased at this cost. So far, 
we have every reason to be thankful. A kind and munifi¬ 
cent Providence has smiled upon our harvests ; has crowned 
our annies with success, and inspired our people with a spirit 
which, in the just cause in which they are engaged, must 
ensure their ultimate triumph. The mode, too, in which the 
war has been prosecuted by our adversaries, while it has 
served to diminish their resources, has increased our own. 
Mechanical arts and industrial pursuits, hither to practically 
unknown to our people, are already in operation. The clink 
of the hammer, and the busy hum of the work-shop, are be¬ 
ginning to be heard through our land. Our manufactories 
are rapidly increasing; and the inconveniences which would 
result from the continuance of the war and the closing of 
our ports for years, would be more than compensated by the 
forcing us to the development of our abundant resources, and 
the tone and temper it would give to our national character. 
Under such circumstances, the return of peace would find us 
a self-reliant and truly independent people. 

As my term of service will expire in a few days, when my 
official connection with the State will be dissolved, it is a 
source of much gratification to me to be able to say, that 
there is no State in the Confederacy which has done more, 
in proportion to it means, for her own security, or to aid 
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the Confederate Government in this great revolution, than 
Alabama. 

I take this opportunity to return my thanks to the men 
and women of the State, for the unsurpassed promptitude 
with which they have responded to the many calls made 
upon them in various forms, in behalf of the State and Con¬ 
federacy. And I desire, at the same time, to express my 
gratitude to those who have been officially connected with 
me for the faithful and efficient discharge of their duties. 

May the God of wisdom guide you in your deliberations, 
is my sincere prayer. A. B. MOORE.

All of which were severally read twice, and referred to the 
committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Reavis, a bill to amend the code of Alabama, which 
was read three several times and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Calhoun, the caption was amended by 
adding after "Alabama," the following: by striking out 
United States wherever it occurs, and inserting Confederate 
States. 

Mr. Reavis, a bill to amend section 3042 of the code, which 
was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Jackson, a hill to repeal sections 1 and 3 of an act to 
regulate the pay of grand and petit jurors in certain coun¬ 
ties, the pay of jurors in the probate courts of this State, and 
to provide for the prompt payment of such jurors, approved 
Feb. 6, 1860, so far as said sections relate to the county of 
Franklin; 
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Which was read twice and referred to the committee of 
Finance and Taxation. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery, from the Judiciary committee, 
reported adversely to the bill concerning alien enemies. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Toulmin, from the committee on the Military, report¬ 
ed favorably to the bill to provide a hospital for sick troops 
in the army of the Potomac, with the following amend¬ 
ments: 

In the 1st section insert the words “provide or,” after the 
word “to” in the 6th line; and 

Add at the end of the 1st section the words "in the army 
of the Potomac;"

9. At the end of section 18, add "nor shall said ha nk un¬ 
der any pretext hold any stock purchased by it of its stock¬ 
holders for more than six months from date of purchase.

not be interested, and in such cases as he may be a party to, 
the clerk shall select some other competent attorney to take 
his place. 

3. That all banks in this State shall be required to take 
in payment of any debt due them, or held for collection, 
the treasury notes that may be issued by the authority of 
the State. 

4. To repeal section 3 of an act entitled act to regulate 
judicial proceedings, and for other purposes, approved Feb. 

8th, 1861, and in lieu thereof require suits at law to be in-

troduced in which judgment may be rendered the first term 
of court, and when judgment is so rendered on a mortgage 
note, the property so mortgaged shall be subject to the debt, 
and sold as provided in said mortgage, and suit shall not be 
required to get possession of said property. 

5. Plaintiff in judgment shall have the right to require 
additional security on his or their debt. If the defendant 
gives security not satisfactory to plaintiff, the clerk of the 
court shall determine the solvency of said security, and his 
decision shall be final: Provided, that said new security shall 
be held liable in the same manner as the original. 

6. Securities on judgment shall have the right to pennit 
an extension of the judgment, but the principal may extend 
by giving more security, as provided for in the foregoing 
section. 

7. That no person or persons shall be entitled to extension 
of an open account when sued on, who refuses to liquidate 
said open account when it is proven that said account is just, 
and further proven that the debtor refuses to close said ac¬ 
count by note. 

Mr. Reavis moved to lay the resolution on the table and 
print 150 copies.

Having had occasion in the course of my professional la¬ 
bors, to translate the 118th novel of the Emperor Justinian, 
fixing degrees of kindred under the civil law, I, beg leave 
respectfully to present it to the State. 
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It being necessary under the code to compute degrees of 
kindred by the civil law, it seems to me important that every 
probate Judge have the opportunity of referring to it. There 
is but one translation of this novel extant, that of Dr. Har¬ 
ris of the year 1756. 

My own researches have detected errors in it. The one I 
present has received the sanction of one of the chancellors, 
and is believed correct. I submit it to the scrutiny of the 
Hon. Judiciary Committee and annex no condition to the 
gift, but that as a matter of public interest and utility it be 
published in the forthcoming code. 

The novel is especially valuable as an exposition, in the 
fact that it is the source of it. 

It is a happy incident that on the anniversary of the Em¬ 
peror Justinian's death, so many hundred years after that 
event, apart of his extraordinary labors in the cause of juris¬ 
prudence is revived in Alabama.

FIRST REGULAR SESSION HELD UNDER THE 
REVISED CONSTITUTION. 


MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA, 

November 11th, 1861. } 

This being the second Monday of November, the day fixed 
by the Constitution of the State for the meeting of the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly of said State, the Senate assembled in its 
chamber at the capitol. 

On motion of Mr. Jemison, Mr. Calhoun was called to the 
chair. 

On motion of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, Mr. Micah Taul 
was requested to act as Secretary pro tern, 

The following Senators were present : 

Messrs. Brewer, Calhoun, Cato, Clarke, Coleman, Coman, 
Crump, Davis, Groce, Hammond, Hardwick, Harrison, Hef¬ 
lin, Hill, Jackson, Jemison, Matthews, Moren, Morgan, Mc¬ 
Intyre, Patton, Reavis, Rice of Jackson, Rice of Montgom¬ 
ery, Stone, Toulmin and Wood—27. 

The Senate proceeded to the election of a President. 

Mr. Reavis nominated Mr. Patton of Lauderdale. Mr. 

Patton alone being in nomination, and having received 
twenty-six votes, it being the whole number cast, was de¬ 
clared duly elected President of the Senate for the term pre¬ 
scribed by the Constitution. 

On motion of Mr. Harrison, a committee of three was ap¬ 
pointed to inform Mr. Patton of his election. The chair 
appointed Messrs. Harrison, Jackson and Hammond said 
committee. 

Mr. Patton appeared, was qualified, and entered upon the 
duties of the office. 

The Senate proceeded to the election of a Secretary. 
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Mr. Heflin placed in nomination the name of Micah Taul 
of Talladega. 

Mr. Taul alone being in nomination, and having received 
twenty-six votes, it being the whole number cast, was de¬ 
clared duly elected Secretary of the Senate for the term pre¬ 
scribed by the constitution. 

The Senate proceeded to the election of an Assistant Sec¬ 
retary. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery, nominated Mr. W. W. Screws 
of Montgomery. Mr. Screws alone being in nomination, 
and having received twenty-seven votes, it being the whole 
number cast, was declared duly elected Assistant Secretary 
of the Senate for the term prescribed by the constitution. 

The Senate proceeded to the election of a door-keeper. 

Mr. Rice of Jackson nominated Mr. W. J. B. Padgett of 
Jackson county. Mr. Padgett alone being in nomination 
and having received twenty-seven votes, it being the whole 
number cast, was declared duly elected door-keeper of the 
Senate for the time prescribed by the constitution. 

The Secretary, Assistant Secretary and Door-keeper were 
qualified and entered upon the discharge of their respective 
offices. 

On motion of Mr. Calhoun, 

Resolved, That the President be authorized to appoint the 
following Standing Committees: 

A committee on the Judiciary ; Banks and Banking ; 
Confederate Relations ; Propositions and Grievances ; Six¬ 
teenth Sections ; Education ; Retrenchment; Accounts and 
Claims ; Penitentiary ; Agriculture ; County Boundaries ; 

State Printing ; Roads, Bridges and Ferries ; The Military ; 
Enrolled Bills ; State Capitol ; Corporations ; Finance and 
Taxation ; Internal Improvement ; Privileges and Elections; 
Public Lands ; Insane Hospital. 

On motion of Mr. Calhoun, 

Resolved, That the House be informed that the Senate has 
organized by the election of R. M. Patton of Lauderdale, 
President; Micah Taul of Talladega, Secretary ; W. W. 

Screws of Montgomery, Assistant Secretary, and W. J. B. 
Padgett of Jackson, Door-keeper ; and is now ready to pro¬ 
ceed to business. 

A message was received from the House of Represanta- 
tives announcing that the House had organized by electing 
Hon. W. H. Crenshaw, Speaker; 

Alex. B. Clitherall, Principal Clerk; 
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Bolivar Eason, Assistant Clerk; 

Sampson Lanier, Engrossing Clerk; 

M. M. Nail, Door-keeper; 

And are now ready to proceed to business. 

A message was received from the House announcing that 
a committee of three be appointed by the House to act with 
a like committee on the part of the Senate to inform the 
Governor that the two Houses had organized and are ready 
to receive any communication he may have to make. Messrs. 
Benners, Burnett and Pickett are the committee on the part 
of the House. 

The Senate concurred in the resolution of the House, and 
Messrs. Rice, Toulmin and Clarke were appointed the com¬ 
mittee on the part of the Senate. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery, asked leave to return the papers 
in the hands of the Judiciary committee, referred during the 
extra session ; granted. 

Mr. Harrison, from the committee on Banks and Bank¬ 
ing, made a like request; granted. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery, from the Joint committee to 
wait upon the Governor, reported that they had discharged 
that duty, and that the Governor would communicate in 
writing with the two Houses to-morrow, at 10 o'clock. The 
committee were discharged. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery introduded the following reso¬ 
lution : 

Resolved, That the Judiciary committee, when raised, be 
instructed in their action upon the subject of any bill in re¬ 
lation to the regulation of judicial proceedings, so to amend 
said bill as first to make it apply with equality and justice 
to all debts and demands contracsed before the said bill 
takes effect as a law, whether reduced to judgment or not. 

2. To exempt all debts and demands contracted after the 
bill takes effect as a law from the operation of this or any 
other stay law, further than to provide that they may be 
sued on and judgment recovered at the second term after 
they are sued on. 

3. To authorize the making of an advance on cotton to a 
safe and reasonable extent in bonds and treasury notes of this 
State. 

4. To make all such bonds or treasury notes a practical ten¬ 
der in payment of all debts and demands contracted before 

the bill takes effect as a law. 
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5. To provide that said bill shall take effect as a law ten 
days from its passage and approval by the Governor. 

Mr. Reavis moved to amend the third proposition of Mr. 
Rice, by striking out and inserting as follows: 

To provide for the assumption and payment of the Con¬ 
federate war tax. 

To provide for a postponement of the collection of the 
tax for the years 1861 and 1862. 

To provide for the issue of State treasury notes for the 
purpose of meeting all the disbursements the State may have 
lo make, and for the purpose of being exchanged with citi¬ 
zens for Confederate and State bonds. 

To provide for levying a tax of ten per cent, on all money 
belonging to individuals which is deposited, hoarded up, or 
otherwise purposely withheld from circulation. 

To provide for legalizing the suspension of the banks du¬ 
ring the war, and one year afterwards, on condition that the 
banks lend the State an amount sufficient to pay the war tax 
to be collected in this State. 

Pending the consideration of which, the Senate adjourned 
until to-morrow morning 10 o'clock. 

TUESDAY, November 12th, 1861. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by Mr. Brewer, Senator from Coosa county. 

Mr. President announced that the standing committees of 
the Senate would be composed of the same Senators as con¬ 
stituted the standing committees of the called extra session 
with the following changes: 

Add to the Judiciary, Mr. Cato. 

Banks and Banking, Mr. Calhoun. 

Public Lands, Mr. Cato, who would act as chairman of the 
same. 

The following message was received from the Governor by 
his Private secretary, Mr. Albright: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 11, 1861. } 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of .Representatives: 

There were some matters omitted in my late message, and 
others have transpired since, to which I desire to call the at¬ 
tention of the general assembly. 

By an ordinance of the State Convention entitled "an or¬ 
dinance in relation to the waste and unappropriated lauds 
in the State of Alabama," the State asserted the right of 
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property in, and assumed the control and jurisdiction of said 
lands. By the third section of said ordinance it is provided 
“that the Registers of the several district land offices, and 
the Receivers of public money for lands in said districts of 
this State, are hereby removed and their offices vacated, and 
the duties heretofore required by law to be perfonned by the 
Registers and Receivers of the several land offices, shall be 
perfonned by one person at each office, who shall be styled 
the Register and Receiver, and who shall be appointed by 
the Governor for such tenn as the general assembly may by 
law provide ; and all such officers, except, in the land districts 
where said offices are herein abolished, are hereby appointed 
to their several offices respectively for the unexpired period 
of their terms." By this ordinance the offices of Registers 
and Receivers were abolished, and the persons holding them 
reappointed ; provided, they were willing to accept “ for the 
unexpired period of their terms.” 

The term of the Register of the land office at Centre had 
expired a short time before the adoption of said ordinance, 
and the Receiver was appointed to perform the duties of 
both offices. In all the land districts the officers gave bond 
as required by the ordinance, and entered upon the discharge 
of their duties on the — day of June, 1861. ft will be seen 
that said ordinance makes no provision for the payment of 
but one officer. This, no doubt, was an oversight in the 
Convention, and 1 recommend that a reasonable salary be 
fixed for both Registers and Receivers for the unexpired pe¬ 
riod of their terms. 

By the 36th section of this ordinance it is provided "that 
any citizen of this State, whether male or female, who shall 
not in his or her own right be the owner of land, and who 
is at the same time the head of a family, shall be entitled to 
enter eighty acres of land free of all costs and charges," &c. 
ft has been suggested to me by one who is in position to 
know, that the benevolent provisions of the section of the 
ordinance referred to have been abused at one of the land 
offices, and frauds committed in the entry of lauds under it. 

1 therefore recommend that, if possible, provisions be made 
more effectually to prevent fraudulent entries of public lands. 

Since writing the above, I have approved a bill passed by 
the legislature suspending the operation of said 36th section 
of the ordinance referred to, which renders any further ac¬ 
tion unnecessary in regard to it. 

STATE BONDS. 

On the 31st day of October, 1861, the Bank of Montgom- 
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ery purchased State bonds to the amount of forty-five thou¬ 
sand dollars, and promises to purchase five thousand dollars 
more in a short time. This liberal purchase of bonds in this 
crisis entitles it, in my opinion, to be placed in the same 
condition of the other ha nk s of the State. I therefore recom¬ 
mend that it be authorized to suspend specie payments, with 
the proper limitations and restrictions; I make a similar 
recommendation in regard to the Farmers' Bank, which, I 
am infonned, has deposited $100,000 in Confederate States 
bonds with the Comptroller under the free banking law. 

MILITARY FUND. 

As a considerable amount has been added to the Military 
Fund since the 22d October, 1861—up to which time the 
statement was made in my late message—-I now add the fol¬ 
lowing statement showing the balance in the treasury of this 
fund on the 6th day of November, 1861. 

The entire receipts at the treasury under the acts "to raise 
money and to provide for the military defense of the State 
of Alabama," and to authorize certain ha nk s to suspend 
specie payments, including interest on payments up

A very large proportion of the amount of this fund ex¬ 
pended within the last three months, has been for soldiers' 
clothing, which it is expected will be returned to the treas¬ 
ury in a short time. There are still existing large contracts 
for materials and for making clothing, which must be paid 
out of this fund, for which the State will be reimbursed, as 
shown in my fonner message. 

It is due to one of the most worthy and patriotic citizens 
of the State of Alabama, (Col. Joel E. Matthews, of Dallas 
county,) to state that in January last, and before any appro¬ 
priation had been made for the defense of the State, and at 
a time when greatly needed, deposited to the credit of the 
Governor, in the Bank of Mobile, fifteen thousand dollars 
to aid in repairing Fort Morgan. This very liberal and 
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timely donation was expended as designed, as appears in the 
report of the Quartennaster General. It is further due to 
Col. Matthews to state that he was appointed Auditor under 
the provisions of "an act making appropriations for the mil¬ 
itary defense of the State," approved February 6th, 1861, 
and after serving for some time, resigned and declined to 
receive any thing for his services. 

HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 

For a full understanding of the present condition of the 
Hospital for the Insane, I refer you to the report of the 
Trustees and Superintendent, herewith submitted. 

This Institution, so necessary for the most unfortunate 
class of our citizens, should receive the fostering care of the 
State. 

ASYLUM FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 

This valuable Institution has fully met the expectations of 
its most sanguine friends; and I take this occasion to sug¬ 
gest that in reccommending the suspension of the appropria¬ 
tion for educational purposes during the war, it was not my 
intention to include the annual appropriation of five thou¬ 
sand dollars made to it. I refer you to the report of the 
Trustees for an accurate statement of the progress and con¬ 
dition of the Institution. 

MILITARY BOARD. 

Under the provisions of an act entitled "an act to author¬ 
ize the Governor to appoint a Military Board, I appointed 
the late Col. Egbert J. Jones, Gabriel B. du Val, and J. J. 
Seibels. The board was duly organized and continued to 
hold daily meetings for about four weeks, when it was dis¬ 
charged. It is due to these gentlemen to say that they con¬ 
curred with the Executive in the opinion that there existed 
no further necessity for the continuance of the Military 
Board. 

PRIVATE SECRETARIES. 

Under "an act to authorize the Governor to employ two 
Secretaries," approved January 19, 1861,1 employed an ad¬ 
ditional Secretary and retained him about three weeks, when 
he was discharged. On the 8th of September last, I em¬ 
ployed another. The business of the Executive Department 
had accumulated to such an extent that it was impossible for 
one Secretary and myself to discharge it. Two Secretaries 
will no doubt be necessary to a prompt discharge of the pub¬ 
lic business of the department during the war, and I recom¬ 
mend that the Governor be authorized to employ them so 
long as the public exigencies may in his opinion require it. 
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The act referred to only authorized him to continue them 
until the end of the present year. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

A Hospital has been established in the city of Montgom¬ 
ery for sick soldiers, called the "Soldiers' Home," which has 
been sustained by charitable contributions. 

The apothecaries of the city have furnished medicines 
without charge, and the physicians have gratuitously waited 
upon and administered to the wants of the patients. Mont¬ 
gomery has been the principal point of rendezvous in the 
State for troops ordered into the service. The consequence 
has been that for the past six months there have been con¬ 
stantly sick soldiers in the hospital. I am informed that the 
furnishing of medicines has become a heavy tax upon the 
apothecaries. I therefore recommend that an appropriation 
be made to pay for medicines hereafter furnished for sick 
soldiers in the "Soildiers' Home," to be paid on the certifi¬ 
cate of a physician that the medicine was procured and used 
for that purpose. 

The great amount of business pressing upon me has pre¬ 
vented me doing more than to call the attention of the gen¬ 
eral assembly to the subjects referres to in this message.

Mr. Coman, a bill to amend an act to regulate judicial 
proceedings, approved 8th February, 1861; 

Mr. Reavis, a bill to amend section 2302 of the Code; 
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All of which were severally read twice under a suspension 
of the constitutional rule, and referred to the committee off 
the Judiciary. 

Mr. Groce, a petition from citizens of Talladega county; 
which was referred to the Judiciary committee. 

On motion of Mr. Groce, 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate he instructed to 
return to the House of Representativss all the bills, papers 
and documents relating to the unfinished business of the 
extra session of the General Assembly now in the possession 
of the Senate, and which originally belonged to the House 
of Representatives. 

On motion of Mr. Morgan, 

Resolved, That in pursuance of section 34 of the Code, the 
President appoint a committee of three to act with a like 
committee on the part of the House of Representatives, to 
examine the offices of Comptroller and Treasurer. Mr. Pres¬ 
ident appointed Messrs. Morgan, Hammond and Groce as 
said committee. 

A message was received from the House informing the 
Senate that the House, on motion, granted leave for the 
committee on Ways and Means on State Printing and on the 
State Capitol of the two Houses to hold joint sessions. 

The Senate concurred in the resolution of the House. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the resolu¬ 
tion offered by Mr. Rice on yesterday, in regard to instruc¬ 
tions to the judiciary committee. 

The question pending being Mr. Reavis' substitute for the 
third proposition contained in Mr. Rice's resolution. 

By leave, Mr. Cato introduced the following preamble and 
joint resolutions: 

Joint resolutions relating to the Confederate cotton loan ; 
which were read once and 150 copies ordered to be printed, 
and made the special order for Thursday the 14th inst., at 
11 o'clock A. M., provided they do not take precedence of 
the resolution of Mr. Rice. 

By leave, Mr. Harrison offered the following; 

Resolved, That the committee on the Judiciary, to whom 
was referred a bill to regulate judicial proceedings, be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of so framing the 
same as, 

1st. Interest on all debts extended, to be paid by the first 
dgy of March next, and annually thereafter. 
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2d. To require judges of the circuit courts to hold their 
regular terms of court by additional penalties, or a pro rata 
reduction of salary, unless prevented by sickness, and if any 
such judge fail to hold any circuit court, the clerk thereof 
may select a competent attorney to hold said court and try 
causes in which said attorney shall not he interested, and in 
such causes as he may be a party to, the clerk shall select 
some other competent attorney to take his place, both par¬ 
ties consenting to. 

3d. That all ha nk s in this State shall be required to take 
in payment of any debt due them or held for collection, the 
treasury notes that may be issued by the authority of the 
State, or of the Confederate States, interest coupons past due 
on the bonds of the Confederate States, and of this State, 
and the same shall be receivable in payment of and for all 
public dues to this State. 

4th. To repeal section 3 of an act to regulate judicial pro¬ 
ceedings, and for other purposes, approved February 8th, 

1861, and in lieu thereof require suits at law to be intro¬ 
duced, in which judgments may be rendered at the first 
term of the court; and when judgment is so rendered on a 
mortgaged note, the property so mortgaged shall be subject 
to the debt, and sold as provided in said mortgage, and suit 
shall not be required to get possession of said property. 

5th Plaintiffs in judgment shall have the right to require 
additional security on his or their debt; if the defendant give 
security not satisfactory to the plaintiff, the clerk of the court 
shall detennine the solvency of said security, and his decis¬ 
ion shall be final; provided, that said new security shall be 
held liable in the same manner as the original, and the said 
clerk shall be liable, as in other cases, in taking insufficient 
security. 

6th. Securities on judgments shall have the right to pre¬ 
vent an extension of the judgment, but the principal may 
extend by giving other satisfactory security, as provided for 
in the foregoing section. 

7th. That no person or persons shall be entitled to an ex¬ 
tension of a judgment founded upon an open account, who 
has refused or neglected to liquidate by note said open ac¬ 
count more than three months after maturity, when it is 
proven that said account is just ; provided, that all open ac¬ 
counts now past due may be thus liquidated by the first day 
of March next. 

8th. The tenn to which extension of judgments shall be 
s6 
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allowed, shall have no reference to the time when a treaty 
may be signed between the United States and the Confede¬ 
rate States of America, not beyond the opening of the block¬ 
ade, or six months thereafter, at any rate not beyond the 
first day of May, 1864. 

9th. Levy a tax of all sales of bacon, salt, pork, molasses, 
sugar, flour, com, wheat, blankets, woolen goods, domestic 
manufactures and quinine bought in the State since the 1st 
March, 1861, and resold, or carried elsewhere and resold be¬ 
fore the first day of March, 1862, at a profit of more than 26 
per cent, on the cost of, and the necessary expenses of the 
purchase and resale ; the tax to be equal to all the profit 
made over and above the per centage aforesaid to be assessed 
to the personally interested, whether such person made any 
such sale himself, or by agent, and when any such sale is 
made by a commission merchant or agent, to assess to such 
commission merchant or agent a tax equal to all the per 
centage or commission received by him on such profits, over 
and above 25 per cent, of said profit. These taxes to be as¬ 
sessed and collected for the benefit of families of volunteers, 
to be distributed as may be provided by law, separate and 
correct statements thereof to be made by assessors and col¬ 
lectors, and to make it a misdemeanor with heavy penalties 
for any person to refuse or wilfully neglect to give the asses¬ 
sors the tax against him under this act, and make it perjury 
to swear falsely in regard to the same; 

Which was laid on the table, and 150 copies ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. Clarke offered the following as an amendment to Mr. 
Rice's resolution : 

2d. Resolved, That the Judiciary committee be instructed 
to report a bill by which the sheriffs and constables in the 
State of Alabama will be required, before selling any prop¬ 
erty levied on by virtue of any execution in their hands, to 
have the same appraised at a value not less than such prop¬ 
erty was worth on the first day of January, 1860; and on the 
failure to obtain a bid to the amount of such valuation, to 
return the same to the court from whence it issued, endorsed, 
"stayed for want of a legal bid." 

Pending the consideration of which, the Senate adjourned 
until 15 minutes past 10 o'clock, to-morrow morning, 
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WEDNESDAY, November 13, 1861. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

Walker.

Resolved, That the committee on Finance and Taxation 
be instructed to inquire into the expediency of so amending 
the present law in relation to the tax on the sales of mer¬ 
chandise as to reduce the same, and render the tax more 
equitable and just. 

By leave, Mr. Walker introduced a bill in relation to cof¬ 
fee ; which was read twice, under a suspension of the con¬ 
stitutional rule.

Mr. President: 

The House of Representatives has originated and passed 
the following bills: 

To intend an act to encourage the manufacture of salt in 
Alabama; 

For the relief of John P. Howard, jailor of Butler county; 

To change the jurisdiction of the trust estate of Francis 
Durden. 
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The House concurs in the resolution of the Senate pro¬ 
posing that the two houses meet in convention this day at 
12 o'clock, M., for the purpose of counting the vote for Gov¬ 
ernor of this State, and refuses to adopt so much as relates 
to the election of a chancellor for the Northern Chancery 
Division. 

The Senate concurred in the amendment of the House. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the report 
of Mr. Harrison, which was under consideration at the ad¬ 
journment on Thursday, on the bill, to wit: 

To authorize certain banks therein named to suspend spe¬ 
cie payments ; the question pending being the adoption of 
the substitute reported by the committee. 

The substitute was adopted, the bill read a third time and 
passed. 

The hour of 12 o'clock having arrived, the Senate was in¬ 
vited into the hall of the House for the purpose of counting 
the vote for Governor.

Hon. John Gill Shorter having received thirty-seven thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and forty-nine votes, (37,849) and that 
being the highest number given, Mr. Speaker declared him 
duly elected Governor of the State of Alabama for the term 
prescribed by the constitution. 
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The business of the convention being concluded, the Sen¬ 
ate returned to its chamber. 

Mr. President laid before the Senate a communication 
from the Governor, submitting the report of the trustees of 
the State University at Tuscaloosa; 

Which Was referred to the committee on Education. 

Mr. Harrison, from the committee on Banks and Banking, 
reported a substitute for the bill to amend an act entitled an 
act to incorporate the Bank of Alabama, and for other pur¬ 
poses, approved Feb. 13, 1860. 

The substitute was adopted, and the bill read a third 
time and lost. Yeas 18, nays 13. 

Yeas —Messrs. Barnes, Brewer, Crump, Davis, Hammond, 
Harrison, Jackson, Lewis, Matthews, Morgan, McIntyre, 

Reavis and Rice of Montgomery—-13.

MONDAY, November 18, 1861 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Heard. 

The President being absent on account of sickness, on 
motion of Mr. Calhoun, Mr. Walker was appointed Presi¬ 
dent pro tern, 

Mr. Cato moved to reconsider the vote rejecting the bill 
to amend an act entitled an act to incorporate the Bank of 
Alabama, and for other purposes, approved Feb. 13, 1860. 

The motion was carried. 

On motion of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, the vote ordering 
the bill to a third reading and dispensing with the constitu¬ 
tional rule, were reconsidered, and the question pending be¬ 
ing on the adoption of the report of the committee, the 
consideration of which was suspended for the call of the 
districts. 

By leave, Mr. Reavis offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee on Military Affairs be in¬ 
structed to inquire into the expediency of amending the mil¬ 
itary code, in all or any of the particulars specified in the 
documents accompanying this resolution, and report on the 
subject by bill or otherwise. Adopted. 

Upon the call of the districts the following bills were in¬ 
troduced : 
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By Mr. Stone, a bill to authorize certain settlements in 
the probate court of Pickens county; 

Mr. Jemison, a bill to enlarge the jurisdiction of the pro¬ 
bate court of Tuscaloosa county in the settlement of the 
estate of William M. Marr and Nancy J. Marr, deceased; 

Mr. Cato, a bill for the relief of William Johnson, tax col¬ 
lector of Barbour county; 

Also, a bill to amend section 2632 of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama, which were severally read twice, under a suspension 
of the constitutional rule, and referred to the committee on 
the Judiciary. 

Mr. Hardwick, a bill to exempt from military and road duty 
certain persons therein named, which was read three times, 
under a suspension of the constitutional rule, and passed. 

Mr. Rice of Jackson, a petition, which was referred to the 
committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. President pro tern, laid before the Senate the report of 
the Auditor of the Treasury. 

On motion of Mr. Harrison, the report was laid on the 
table, and 150 copies ordered printed. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the report 
of the committee on the bill to amend an act entitled an act 
to incorporate the Bank of Alabama, and for other purposes, 
approved February 13, 1860. The question pending being 
the adoption of the substitute reported by the committee, 

On motion of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, the substitute 
was laid on the table. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery moved to amend by way of sub¬ 
stitute, which was adopted, and the bill read a third time 
and passed. The caption was amended so as to read, "An 
act in relation to the Bank of Alabama." 

Mr. Jemison, from the committee on Finance and Taxa¬ 
tion, to whom was referred the resolution instructing them 
to inquire into the expediency of so amending the law in 
relation to the tax on the sales of merchandise as to reduce 
the same and render the tax more equitable, reported that it 
was inexpedient to legislate on the subject. The report was 
concurred in. 

Mr. Jemison, from the same committee, reported favora¬ 
bly to the bill for the relief of volunteers now in the service 
of the State, or the Confederate States. The bill was read 
a third time and passed. 

Mr. Calhoun, from the Judiciary committee, reported ad¬ 
versely to the bill to regulate liens in certain cases; which 
was concurred in. 
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Mr. Clarke, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the petition for the relief of the physicians of this State- 
The report was concurred in. 

Also, favorably to the bill to incorporate the Steamboat 
Captains and Owners' Union and Benevolent Association of 
Mobile. 

The consideration of the report Was postponed and made 
the special order for the hour of 11 o'clock. 

A message was received from the Governor by Ins Private 
Secretary, Mr. Albright, announcing that the Governor had 
approved the following Senate bill: 

To amend the 10th section of an act to authorize the Gov¬ 
ernor to take possession of all the salt in store, on shipboard 
or held for sale in this State, for the public use, and for other 
purposes, approved November 9th, 1861. 

Mr. Barnes, from the same committee, reported favorably 
to the bill making the failure to observe the provisions of 
section 1110 of the Code a misdemeanor. The bill was read 
a third time and passed. 

Also, to whom the petition of citizens of Chambers county 
respecting speculation and monopolies was referred, reported 
that as the subject had been acted upon at the called session 
of the General Assembly just closed, that no further legis¬ 
lation on the grievances complained of was demanded. The 
report was concurred in. 

Mr. Davis, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the bill to amend section 3600 of the Code. The report 
was concurred in. 

Mr. Stone, from the same committee, reported favorably 
to the bill to define the commissions on sales of registers in 
chancery. The bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Toulmin, from the Military committee, reported ad¬ 
versely to the bill to repeal an ordinance adopted January 
19th, 1861, as a bill to the same effect had passed. The 
report was concurred in. 

Also, favorably to the bill to amend section 9, chapter 10 
of the Military Code of Alabama. The bill was ordered to 
a third reading. 

Also, favorably to the bill to make Tuskaloosa a military 
rendezvous for certain purposes, with the following amend¬ 
ments : 

1st. Insert the word “ thirty” in the last line of the first 
section. 2d. Insert the word “ thirty” in the 19th line of 
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the third section. A division being called for, the question 
was first taken on the first amendment, which was adopted. 
Mr. Jemison moved to amend the second amendment by 
striking out “ thirty” and inserting Asixty,@ which was 
adopted, and the amendment as amended was adopted, and 
the bill read a third time and passed. Yeas 21, Nays 1.

Mr. Reavis, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the bill to amend section 2312 of the Code. The report 
was concurred in. 

Mr. Walker, from the same committee, reported a substi¬ 
tute for the bill to make transcripts from land offices evi¬ 
dence in certain cases. The substitute was adopted, and the 
bill read a third time and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, the caption was 
amended by striking out the words Acertificates of registers@ 
and inserting “transcripts,” so that the caption may read, 

“An act to make transcripts from land offices evidence in 
certain cases.” 

By leave, Mr. Clarke Introduced the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, with the concurrence of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, that the committee on Military Affairs of the two 
Houses be and are hereby authorized to hold joint sessions. 
On motion of Mr. Harrison, the following resolution was 
adopted; 

Resolved, That the committee on Education be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of introducing a bill to repeal 
the present public school law so as to dispense with the ap¬ 
pointment of general superintendent and county superin¬ 
tendent, and place the 16th section funds under the man¬ 
agement of the respective counties. 

On motion of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, Mr. McIntyre 
was added to the committee on Military Affairs. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the general 
orders. 

The bill to prevent the sale of spirituous liquors within 
one mile of Mulberry Academy, in Bibb county, was read a 
third time and passed. 

The bill to repeal an act for the relief of the children of 
John Stewart and Rose Stewart, approved February 14th, 
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1860, was read a second time and referred to the Judiciary 
committee. 

The bill to repeal an act to confer upon the intendant of 
the town of Rockford the powers of a justice of the peace, 
and for other purposes, was read a second and third times, 
under a suspension of the constitutional rule, and passed.

By leave, Mr. McIntyre offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, the House concurring, that the two Houses of 
the General Assembly meet in the hall of the House on 
Thursday, the 21st inst., at 12 o'clock M., and proceed to the 
election of two Senators from the State of Alabama, to rep¬ 
resent her in the Congress of the Confederate States for the 
first term under the permanent constitution thereof, which 
was adopted. 

The resolution of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, with Mr. 
Clarke's amendment, were made the special order for 11 
o’clock to-morrow. 

By leave, Mr. Rice of Jackson offered the following pre¬ 
amble and resolutions, which were unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, death has again invaded our legislative circle, 
and removed our Senator, associate and friend, Gen. Robert 
W. Higgins, to that bourne from whence no traveler returns. 

He was richly endowed by nature and cultivation for the 
responsible positions which he so often occupied by the pre¬ 
ferments of the citizens of his own mountain district. When 
the tide of despotism threatened to subvert our institutions 
he energetically exercised his talent and influence to sustain 
the honor, dignity and sovereignty of his native State, and 
when the despots of the North invaded the sacred soil of the 
Confederate States he marshaled a company of comrades to 
his side, and repaired to the field of strife, determined never 
to surrender the constitutional liberties of the South. 

Only a few months elapsed before he was assailed by dis- 
s7 
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ease, which resulted in his untimely death on the 12th inst. 
at the residence of his brother-in-law, Hon. W. R. Larkin, 
of Jackson county. 

His devotion to his country's cause, his stability of char¬ 
acter, his elegant manners and unifonn consistency shed a 
lustre upon his memory that can never perish so long as a 
high regard is entertained for the statesman and patriot. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That in the death of Gen. Robert W. Higgins 
we have lost an able counselor, a faithful friend and patriot. 

Resolved, That we tender our sincere sympathy to the 
relations and friends of the deceased. 

Resolved, That we will wear the usual badge of mourning 
for thirty days. 

Resolved, That this preamble and resolutions be spread 
upon the journal, and a copy be forwarded to the relatives 
of the deceased, through a committee of three, to be ap¬ 
pointed by the President of the Senate, and that the city 
papers be requested to publish the same. 

Under the last resolution the President appointed Messrs. 
Rice, Hardwicke and Walker the committee. 

The Senate then adjourned until to-morrow morning 15 
minutes past 10 o'clock.

other purposes, approved November 9, 1861. The bill was 
read a third time and passed. 

The caption was amended by striking out the words " to 
modify," and inserting the words, "declaratory of the mean¬ 
ing of."

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the special 
order for the hour of 11 o'clock. 

The question pending being Mr. Walker's motion to amend 
the amendment offered by Mr. McIntyre to the bill to grant 
the right of way, land, earth, stone and timber to rail roads 
in this State, Mr. Walker withdrew his amendment. 

On motion of Mr. Cato, the bill and amendment were re¬ 
ferred to the committee on Public Lands. 

The further consideration of the special orders for the hour 
of 11 o'clock was suspended to allow Mr. Jemison, from the

Gill Shorter. 

The Senate repaired to the hall of the House, when the 
two houses in convention proceeded to the election of a 
member to the provisional congress of the Confederate 
States. 

Mr. Martin of Calhoun placed in nomination Cornelius 
Robinson of Lowndes county. 

Mr. Robinson alone being in nomination, and having re¬ 
ceived ninety-two votes, it being all the votes cast, Mr. 

Speaker declared him duly elected a member of the provis¬ 
ional congress of the Confederate States from the State of 
Alabama for the unexpired term of Hon. John Gill Shorter. 

The business of the convention being concluded, the Sen¬ 
ate returned to its chamber. 

A message was received from the House announcing that 
the House had originated and passed the following bills: 

To suspend section 21, chapter 12, of the military code of 
Alabama; 

To amend section 7, chapter 4, of the military code of 
Alabama. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the special 
order for the hour of 12 o'clock, it being the resolution of¬ 
fered by Mr. Rice of Montgomery, as instructions to the Ju¬ 
diciary committee. 

The question pending being on the amendment offered by 
Mr. Clarke, 

By leave, Mr. Clarke withdrew his amendment. 
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By leave, Mr. Reavis also withdrew his amendment. 

By leave, Mr. Rice of Montgomery withdrew the resolu¬ 
tion, 

The Senate then adjourned until 15 minutes past 9 
o’clock Monday morning. 

MONDAY, November 25, 1861 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Petrie. 

Upon the call of the districts, the following bills were in¬ 
troduced : 

Mr. McIntyre, a bill for the relief of the sick and wound¬ 
ed soldiers who may be sent from Pensacola to Montgomery, 
to be taken care of during the present session of the General 
Assembly; 

Which was read once and laid on the table. 

Mr. Ligon, a bill in relation to the estates of deceased 
persons; 

Mr. Heflin, a bill to suspend the collection of debts; 

Mr. McIntyre, a bill to define and punish the crime of 
yankorism ; 

Mr. Jemison, to amend an act entitled an act to better as¬ 
certain the advancements made to legatees or distributees by 
the testator or intestate in his lifetime, approved February 
8, 1858. 

All of which were severally read twice under a suspension 
of the constitutional rule, and referred to the committee on 
the Judiciary. 

Mr. Clarke, a bill for the relief of indigent families of vol¬ 
unteers in the county of Marengo, was read twice. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery moved to amend by making it 
apply to any county in the State. 

The amendment was adopted. 

The bill, as amended, was read three times under a sus¬ 
pension of the constitutional rule, and passed. 

The caption was amended so as to read, a bill for the re¬ 
lief of indigent families of volunteers in the counties of the 
State. 

Mr. Cato, a bill to amend an act entitled an act to incor¬ 
porate the Eufaula Home Insurance Company, approved 
February 8, 1861, which was read twice under a suspension 
of the constitutional rule, and referred to the committee on 
Corporations. 

Mr. Calhoun, from the Judiciary committee, reported fa¬ 
vorably to the bill in relation to tax collectors. 
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Mr. Rice of Montgomery, from the same committee re¬ 
ported favorably to the bill to enlarge the jurisdiction of the 
several probate courts of this State. 

Mr. Davis, from the same committee, reported favorably 
to the bill to change the time of taking up the State dock¬ 
ets. 

Mr. Smith, from the same committee, reported favorably 
to the bill to amend section 2033 of the Code. 

All of which were severallly read a third time, and 
passed. 

Mr. Walker, from the Judiciary committee, reported a 
substitute for the bill to prevent the exportation of leather 
from the State of Alabama. 

The substitute was adopted, and the bill read a third time, 
and passed. 

The caption was amended to read as follows : 

A bill to protect the public and our soldiers from the op¬ 
pression of the speculators and others. 

Mr. Clarke, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the petition of sundry citizens of Covington county. Re¬ 
port concurred in. 

Mr. Toulmin, from the committee on Military Affairs, 
reported adversely to the resolution instructing them to pre¬ 
pare and report a bill to authorize and require the Governor 
to organize an additional volunteer force, as a bill similar in 
character had passed. 

The report was concurred in. 

Also, favorably to the bill to repeal section 3, of an ordi¬ 
nance to authorize the colonels of volunteer regiments to 
appoint their own staff officers. 

The bill was read a third time, and passed. 

Also, to whom was referred the bill granting to the State 
of Mississippi the use of the ship-yards, docks, etc., of this 
State, for certain purposes, reported, that as the State of 
Alabama is not the owner of any ship-yards, docks, etc., 
within the knowledge of this committee, it is inexpedient to 
legislate on the subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

Also, favorably to the bill for the relief of the Soldiers 
Home, and for other purposes, with an amendment that the 
blank be filled with “one thousand dollars.” The bill and 
report were referred to the select committee to which had 
been referred a bill of a similar character. 

Mr. McIntyre moved to take from the table the bill for the 
relief of the sick and wounded soldiers who may be sent 
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from Pensacola to Montgomery to be taken care of daring 
the present session of the General Assembly, and was refer¬ 
red to the same select committee. 

Mr. Toulmin, favorably to the House bill to extend the 
time of making the returns required by chapter 5, of the 
Military Code of Alabama, with an amendment as follows: 
Strike out the words "United States," in the Military 
Code, wherever they occur, and insert the words “ Confed¬ 
erate States of America." 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill ordered to a 
third reading. 

Mr. McIntyre introduced joint resolutions on the subject 
of the naturalization of aliens, and of their exercise of the 
elective franchise in the Confederate States of America, 
which were adopted. 

Mr. President appointed under them Messrs. Calhoun, 
McIntyre, Cato, Hardwicke and Ligon. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the general 
orders. 

The bills— 

To repeal so much of an act approved 9th February, 1852, 
as creates the office of Auditor in the county of Mobile, and 

To regulate the fees of jailors, were severally read a third 
time, and passed.

For the relief of Thomas B. Bowline, tax collector of 
Washington county; 

Were severally read three times under a suspension of the 
constitutional rule, and passed. 

The House bill to authorize John W. Posey and M. M. 
Posey to have voting privileges in Blount county, was read 
twice under a suspension of the constitutional rule. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery moved to amend as follows: 

Add to the end of section- as follows: 

“And the county boundary is hereby so changed as to in¬ 
clude the persons aforesaid within the county of Blount.” 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill read a third 
time, and passed.

Mr. President laid before the Senate a communication 
from the Governor, containing the reports of the commis- 
ers appointed to examine the several banks of this State, 
which was referred to the committee on Banks and Banking, 
with instructions to have printed such portions of said re¬ 
ports as they deemed best.

Resolved, That the committee on Education and Sixteenth 
Sections of the Senate, and the committee on Sixteenth 
Sections of the House, be authorized, with the concurrence 
of the House, to hold joint sessions whenever in their opin¬ 
ion the business entrusted to them may require joint action. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the general 
orders.

Were severally read a third time, and passed.

Mr. Toulmin, from a select committee, reported favorably 
to the bill supplemental to two several acts in relation to the 
manufacture of salt. 

The bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Jemison, from the joint select committee of the two 
houses, appointed to examine and audit the account of John 
Whiting, commissioner and trustee of the State Bank and 
branches, reported as follows: 

The committee examined the account of the commissioner 
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and trustee submitted by him to the two houses of the last 
General Assembly, showing his transactions up to the 10th 
January, 1860, which as then settled showed a balance in 
his hands of $220,252 41, which balance is correctly brought 
forward in the new account. 

On examination of this account from the 10th January, 
1860, up to the 20th November, 1861, in detail, and comparing 
each item with the vouchers therefor, the several items were 
sustained and verified by proper vouchers. 

The arrangements of the commissioner and trustee to se¬ 
cure the prompt fulfillment of every obligation of the State 
and to preserve its character for good faith and punctuality, 
have been highly judicious, and your committee being en¬ 
tirely satisfied of the correctness of his account submitted, 
recommend that it be allowed and filed with the Comptrol¬ 
ler of Public Accounts for safe keeping. 

Your committee, to which was also referred a bill to dis¬ 
continue the office of commissioner and trustee, &c., in 
view of the fact that a portion of the bonds of the State 
that constitute a part of our foreign debt has to be extend¬ 
ed and the payment of interest abroad has to be provided for 
from time to time, and that existing political and commer¬ 
cial troubles may in some instances require a change to be 
made in the place and manner of payment of this interest, 
recommend that the present commissioner and trustee be 
continued in office. But as his duties have been diminished 
by a reduction of the debt, they recommend a corresponding 
reduction of his salary. 

In conformity with these views, your committee report 
the accompanying substitute for the bill referred, and recom¬ 
mend its passage: 

A bill to continue the office of commissioner and trustee 
for closing the remaining unsettled business of the State 
Bank and Branches, and to provide for the payment of the 
foreign debt of the State. 

The substitute was adopted. 

Mr. Jemison moved to fill the bla nk in the second section 
with “ five hundred,” which was carried.

Mr. Cato, from the joint select committee appointed to

Mr. Stone alone being in nomination, and having received 
one hundred and nineteen votes, it being the whole number 
cast, Mr. Speaker declared him duly elected a judge of the 
supreme court for the term prescribed by the constitution. 

The convention then proceeded to the election of a chan¬ 
cellor to fill the vacancy occasioned by the expiration of the 
term of service of John Foster. 

Mr. Walker put in nomination John Foster. 

Mr. Foster alone being in nomination, and having received 
one hundred and thirteen votes, it being all the votes cast, 

Mr. Speaker declared him duly elected a chancellor of the 
northern chancery division for the term prescribed by the 
constitution. 

The business of the convention having been concluded, 
the Senate returned to its chamber, and resumed the consid¬ 
eration of the substitute for the amendment offered by Mr. 
Brewer to the bill granting right of way, etc., to railroads. 

On motion of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, the amendment 
and substitute were laid on the table. 

The special order for 12 o'clock being the bill to suspend 
the collection of the State taxes, etc., it was suspended, to 
dispose of the subject under consideration. 

Mr. Brewer moved to amend as follows: 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, that in consideration of the 
above donation of land, each of the said railroads above pro¬ 
vided for by said donation is hereby required to transport 
free of any charge any and all munitions of war belonging 
to this State during the entire term of their respective char¬ 
ters, and also shall transport free of charge all Confederate 
or State troops during the present war. 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Jemisom moved to amend as follows: Strike out in 
section 3, all after the enacting clause down to and inclusive 
of the word “ whatsoever,” and insert as follows : 

That the proceeds of all lands donated by this act shall be 
applied alone to purchasing iron rails, rolling stocks, chairs, 
&c., by the roads to which the same are granted. Nor shall 
any mortgage or other lien be given on said lands except for 
the purpose above specified, and the requirements shall form 
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a part of the condition of the bond given under the provis¬ 
ions of section 5 of this act, 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Wood moved to amend as follows: 

That the South Western Railroad Company shall be enti¬ 
tled to the odd sections in addition to the even sections 
granted in this act. 

On motion of Mr. Morgan, the amendment was laid on the 
table. Yeas 17, nays 13.

The House resolution to appoint a committee of the Sen¬ 
ate to act with a like committee on the part of the House to 
make arrangements for the inauguration of the Governor 
elect, was, on motion of Mr. Clarke, concurred in. 

Mr. President appointed as the committee of the Senate, 
Messrs. Clarke, Groce and Hardwicke. 

The joint resolution in testimony of the ability, patriot¬ 
ism and fidelity of Andrew B. Moore, Governor of the State 
of Alabama, was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Barnes offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on the Judiciary be instruct¬ 
ed to inquire into the propriety and justice of the State of 
Alabama assuming and paying the different mail contractors 
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in this, after the secession of Alabama, until the Confederate 
government took control of the same, and report by bill or 
otherwise. 

Mr. Walker offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on Finance and Taxation 
be instructed to inquire into the propriety of abolishing the 
office of Auditor of the Treasury, and report by bill or 
otherwise. 

The Senate adjourned until 9% o'clock to-morrow morning.

Mr. Hammond, from the committee on Propositions and 
and Grievances, reported adversely to the petition of sundry 
citizens of Chambers county, in regard to the distillation of 
spirits from grain. The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Jewett, from the committee on Public Lands, in ac¬ 
cordance with resolutions of instruction, reported a bill in 
relation to the location of bounty land warrants ; which was 
read three times under a suspension of the constitutional 
rule, and postponed until Wednesday next at 12 o'clock M. 

Mr. Wood, from the committee on Roads, Bridges and

Mr. Barnes, from the committee on Privileges and Elec¬ 
tions, reported favorably to the bill to regulate election re¬ 
turns in this State. The bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

Mr. Barnes, from the committee on Corporations, reported 
favorably to the bill to incorporate the Confederate States 
Express Company, with the following amendment: After 
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the words “ or in existence “ in the 6th section, insert the 
words, “or any other person or persons whatsoever,” The 
amendment was adopted. 

Mr. McIntyre moved to amend as follows: Sec.— Be it 
further enacted, that the stockholders of said corporation 
shall be personally and individually liable in all cases in 
which they would be liable as partners. 

On motion of Mr. Jemison, the amendment was laid on 
the table. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery moved to amend as follows : Pro¬ 
vided, however, that each stockholder in the company cre¬ 
ated or chartered by this act, shall be liable out of his indi¬ 
vidual property for all causes of action of every kind against 
said company, for an amount equal to the amount of his 
stock in said company. 

Mr. Jemison moved to lay the amendment on the table; 
which was lost. The amendment was adopted and the bill 
read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Barnes, from the Judiciary committee, reported ad¬ 
versely to the bill to authorize volunteers to vote in a certain 
election in De Kalb county. 

The report was concurred in. 

Also, favorably to the bill to extend the jurisdiction of the 
probate court. 

The bill was read a third time, and passed. 

Also, adversely to the bill to enlarge the jurisdiction of 
the probate court. 

On motion by Mr. Reavis, the bill and report were laid on 
the table. 

Mr. Clarke, from the Military committee, to whom was 
referred the report of the adjutant and inspector general of 
the State, reported that the major generals of the following 
divisions of the militia of the State, to wit: 1, 3, 7, 8, 9, 10, 

11 and 15, are in default of their “ annual returns.” That 
when such default is made, it is the duty of the adjutant 
general to notify the Governor thereof, that such defaulters 
may be prosecuted, as provided for in the Military Code, 
page 16, section 4, and that said committee have no evidence 
of the discharge of this duty by such officer.

Provided, the State shall in no case be held liable to any 
railroad company who may hereafter be entitled to the same 
under the law now in force. 

On motion of Mr. Cato, the bill and amendment were re¬ 
ferred to a select committee of five. 

The President appointed as the committee Messrs. Cal¬ 
houn, Clarke, Harrison and Jemison. 

The House bill to cause justices of the peace in Coffee 
county to perform the duties of road apportioners and for 
other purposes, was read once, and ordered to a second 
reading.

Message from the House by Mr. Eason. 
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Mr. President: 

The House has passed the following Senate bills : 

In relation to the ha nk s of Alabama ; 

To exempt the several counties in this State from impos¬ 
ing the tax for the support of the indigent families of vol¬ 
unteers in certain cases ; 

To authorize the comptroller to draw his warrant on the 
treasurer in favor of tax collectors in certain cases, and for 
other purposes ; 

Has amended the Senate bill to amend section 672 of the 
Code ; 

And has rejected the bill to amend section 1576 of the 
Code. 

The House has originated and passed the following bills: 

To provide compensation to Col. J. W. Echols for services 
rendered in purchasing stores and provisions for the troops 
of this State; 

To exempt from military and road duty all persons em¬ 
ployed by Horace Ware in manufacturing iron, and all other 
persons similarly engaged; 

To enable Pleasant May to remove the personal property 
of his wards out of the county of Greene, &c.; 

To divorce Cornelius C. Latham from his wife Margaret 
Louisa Latham; 

To exempt from taxation a certain amount of property of 
volunteers, and the widows of deceased volunteers; 

To prohibit the sale of spirituous liquors within two miles 
of Bethel Church, in Jefferson county ; 

To incorporate the Mobile Merchants’ and Traders' De¬ 
pository. 

Mr. Brewer, from the committee on Enrolled Bills, re¬ 
ported as correctly enrolled the bill— 

To exempt the several counties of this State from impos¬ 
ing a tax for the support of families of volunteers in certain 
cases. 

Message from the Governor by his Private Secretary, Mr. 
Albright, announcing that the Governor had approved the 
following Senate bill: 

To authorize the several banks therein named to suspend 
specie payments. 

Also, the following message in relation to the waste and 
unappropriated lands in this State: 
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To the Senate and 

House of Representatives of the State of Alabama : 
GENTLEMEN : 

By an act entitled “an act for the sale of the swamp and 
overflowed lands of the State of Alabama and for other 
purposes,” approved Feb. 8th, 1861, the Governor was au¬ 
thorized and required to appoint five commissioners to fix 
and determine the price of said lands, and report the same 
to him or such other officer as may have the public lands in 
charge, &c. 

Afterwards, on the 20th March, 1861, an ordinance was 
adopted by the State Convention, the second section of 
which declares that all land selected by said commissioners 
as swamp and overflowed lands, but for which no patents 
were issued by the United States to this State, are hereby 
declared to be public lands of the State, and subject to dis¬ 
posal under the laws prescribed for the sale and disposal of 
other public lands of the State. 

As no patents have been issued for any part of the lands 
selected by the agents appointed for that purpose, all the 
lands selected by virtue of this ordinance become public 
lands, and subject to sale as other public lands. 

The act of the Legislature already referred to, of 8th Feb., 
1861, directed a different mode of selling said lands, the 
ordinance being of later date and from the supreme power 
of the State, must control the act of the Legislature. 

This being true, and it also being true, that no patents 
have been issued for any part of said lands, they become 
public lands of the State, and not liable to be sold as pre¬ 
scribed by the act of the Legislature. 

I deem it therefore unnecessary to appoint commissioners 
as required by said act. For a full understanding of the 
subject, I refer you to the acts of the 24th Feb., 1860, the 
8th Feb., 1861, and the said ordinance of the Convention of 
20th March, 1861. By said ordinance the Governor was au¬ 
thorized and required to rescind the contract with the com¬ 
missioners to select the swamp and overflowed lands, with 
their consent. 

As no fund was provided by said ordinance, out of which 
to pay the commissioners, I made no proposition to settle 
with them, further legislation being necessary on the sub¬ 
ject. I lay before you herewith a certain proposition in 
writing from the commissioners as a basis of settlement be¬ 
tween them and the State. 

One part of this proposition is impracticable, so long as 
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said ordinance stands unrepealed. The commissioners pro¬ 
pose that the lands selected by them be sold as provided for 
in the act of 8th Feb., 1861, and that they be paid out of 
the proceeds of such sale for their services according to their 
contract. By this contract the commissioners are to receive 
20 per cent, of the net proceeds of said lands after the sale 
thereof. 

This is their proposition now submitted, and that the sale 
be made under the act of the 8th Feb., 1861. The ordinance 
of the convention of 20th March, 1861, repeals this act, and 
of course the lands could only be sold as other public lands 
are required to be sold. 

If the commissioners are to be paid out of the proceeds of 
the sales of said lands, then an act should be passed author¬ 
izing the commissioners of public lands to do so. If, how¬ 
ever, they are to be paid by money drawn from the treasury, 
then an appropriation should be made for that purpose.

Mr. Calhoun, from a select committee, reported a substi¬ 
tute for the House bill to facilitate the equipment of volun¬ 
teers, and for the purchase of arms.

Provided, however, that for any equipments or any other 
thing that may be furnished to any soldier or volunteer by 
the "Governor under this act, the Governor shall take or 
cause to be taken the most proper and available mode to se¬ 
cure compensation to this State, out of the commutation 
money of such soldier or volunteer. 

Mr. Hill moved to refer the bill and amendment to a select 
committee, which was lost. 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Jackson moved to recommit the bill to the committee 
reporting, which was lost. 

The substitute was adopted, and the bill read a third time 
and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Cato, the further consideration of the 
special orders was postponed for the purpose of considering 
the message of the House. 

The first in order being the bill for the relief of William 
Johnson and other tax collectors, as amended by the House. 

The question being on concurring in the amendment, 

Mr. Hardwicke moved to amend the amendment by insert¬ 
ing after the word "pending," in the 5th line of the 1st sec¬ 
tion, and also after the word "pending," in the 7th line of the 
same section, the words "or in which judgment has been 
rendered," which was adopted. 

Mr. Walker moved to strike out the 2d section, which was 
carried. 

The House amendment as amended was concurred in. 

Mr. Clarke, from a select committee, reported favorably to 
the bill to discourage the production of cotton, with the fol¬ 
lowing amendments: Strike out "ten," in the 1st line of 
section 1, and insert "five" in lieu thereof. Also, strike out 
"Tennessee," where it occurs in the 10th section. 

The amendments were adopted. 

Mr. Jemison moved to amend by inserting "Florida" in 
lieu of "Tennessee," stricken out. Carried. 

Mr. Cato moved to insert "N. Carolina" after the word

Were severally read three times under a suspension of the 
constitutional rule, and passed. 

The House bill to incorporate the South Alabama Presby¬ 
terian Male Academy, at Lower Peach Tree, in Wilcox 
county, Alabama, was read twice under a suspension of the 
constitutional rule, and referred to a select committee, com¬ 
posed of Messrs. Calhoun, Clarke and Jackson. 

The bill was subsequently reported by the committee, in 
which they recommended the adoption of a substitute for 
the bill. 

The substitute was adopted, and the bill read a third time, 
and passed. 

The caption was amended so as to read as follows:

By leave, Mr. Rice of Montgomery introduced a bill to 
equalize certain burthens of the existing war ; 

Which was read three times under a suspension of the con¬ 
stitutional rule, and passed. 

The House bill to encourage the manufacture of fire arms 
and munitions of war in this State, was read twice under a 
suspension of the constitutional rule. 

Mr. Reavis moved to amend by additional sections, as sec¬ 
tions 4 and 5. 

On motion of Mr. Calhoun, the bill and amendments were 
referred to a select committee composed of Messrs. Calhoun, 
Reavis and Brewer. 

The Senate then adjourned until to-morrow morning 5 
minutes past 9 o'clock. 

SATURDAY, December 7th. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 
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Upon motion, the call of the senatorial districts was dis¬ 
pensed with. 

Mr. Walker presented a petition, which was referred to 
the Judiciary committee.

Message from the House. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 

Dec. 6, 1861. } 

Mr. President: 

The House has originated and passed the following bills: 

Making appropriations for the fiscal year ending on the 
30th day of Sept. 1862 ; 

For the relief sick soldiers from Alabama in the army of 
the Potomac; 

To amend an act to regulate judicial proceedings, and for 
other purposes, approved Feb. 8, 1861; 

Fixing the time of the meeting of the General Assem¬ 
bly ; 

For the relief of Cornelius J. Wyatt; 

A memorial to the Congress of the Confederate States of 
America in reference to the sequestration act; 

And has passed the Senate bills— 

For the relief of the first cavalry regiment; 

For the relief of R. A. Moody and others. 

Mr. Brewer, from the committee on Public Lands, report¬ 
ed adversely to the House bill for the relief of settlers on 
public lauds in Winston county. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Davis, from the Judiciary committee, reported ad¬ 
versely to the bill in relation to the lien of mechanics. 

The report was concurred in. 
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Mr. Morgan, from the committee on Accounts and Claims, 
reported favorably to the House bill for the relief of Richard 
Hudson, sheriff of Jefferson county. 

The bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery, from the Judiciary committee, 
reported adversely to the bill to authorize the amendment 
of legal proceedings in the several courts of this State. 

The bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Jewett, from the Judiciary committee, to whom was 
referred a resolution in relation to amending sections 2032 
and 2033 of the Code, reported as covering the facts of the 
case— 

A bill for the relief of the minor heirs of Legrand Parker, 
deceased. 

The bill was read three times under a suspension of the 
constitutional rule, and passed. 

Mr. Cato, from same committee, reported adversely to the 
bill to better secure the payment of fees of the clerk of the 
circuit court of Walker county in State cases. 

On motion of Mr. Hill, the report was laid on the table. 

The bill was then read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Cato, from the committee on Public Lands, reported 
adversely to the House bill to provide for carrying into effect 
the requirements of section 34 of an ordinance in relation to 
the waste and unappropriated lands in the State of Ala¬ 
bama, adopted 20th March, 1861. 

Mr. Rice of Montgomery moved to lay the report on the 
table, which was lost. 

Also, moved to lay the report and bill on the table, which 
was lost. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Jemison, from the committee on Finance and Taxa¬ 
tion, to whom was referred a resolution in relation to abol¬ 
ishing the office of Auditor of the Treasury, reported 

A bill to abolish the office of Auditor of the Treasury of 
the State created by the 3d section of an act entitled an act 
making appropriations for the military defense of the State, 
approved February 6, 1861. 

The bill was read three times under a suspension of the 
constitutional rule, and passed. 

Mr. Jemison, from the same committee, reported the fol¬ 
lowing amendments to the House bill to amend an act there¬ 
in named : 

Amendment first. After the word “ treasury,” in the 4th 
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line from the end of section one, add “or Comptroller of 
Public Accounts.” 

Amendment second. At the end of section one, strike 
out all after the figures "1861," and insert "or any other 
funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated." 

Amendment third. After the word "treasury," in the 4th 
line of second section, add "or Comptrollor of Public Ac¬ 
counts;" and after the word "Auditor," in the 5th line of 
said section, add "or Comptrollor." 

Amendment fourth. At the end of section two, "or any 
other funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated." 

The amendments were adopted, and the bill read a third 
time, and passed. 

Mr. Jemison offered the following protest: 

During the proceedings of the evening session on Wednes¬ 
day the 4th inst., a question of order was made which is 
stated on the Journal in these words: "Mr. Jemison raised 
a point of order that the amendment offered by Mr. Rice of 
Montgomery was not in order for the reason that it was sub¬ 
stantially the same as that offered by him as a substitute for 
the original bill and rejected by the Senate." The question 
of order was overruled by the President, and upon the ap¬ 
peal from the decision of the chair the undersigned voted 
alone in the negative. He now desires to spread upon the 
Journal the reasons for his appeal and some of the authori¬ 
ties sustaining the same. A strict observance of parliamen¬ 
tary forms and rules has ever been regarded as of the high¬ 
est importance to wise and wholesome legislation. Such ob¬ 
servance is secondary only to a strict and rigid adherence to 
the letter and spirit of the constitution. It is dfficult to tell 
from which a departure would be fraught with most danger. 

To attempt to enforce the proposition by agreement, would 
be mere supererogation. I therefore refer very briefly to 
some of the authorities in support of the point of order 
made. 

The first authority referred to is the 34th standing rule of 
the Senate, namely, "A bill once rejected, another of the 
same substance shall not be entertained during the session." 

If the amendment offered first as a substitute for the whole 
bill and rejected, and afterwards as an amendment to be in¬ 
serted as additional matter, be regarded as a bill, or if amend¬ 
ments under like circumstances as in this case are subject to 
the same rule as bills, then the standing rule quoted is con¬ 
clusive authority in support of the point of order. That the 
substitute should be treated and held as a bill, I think very 
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clear, according to parliamentary usage. All substitutes are 
regarded as amendments ; but when a substitute is offered 
to take the place of the entire bill, as in this case, leaving 
nothing but the caption and enacting clause, then for all 
parliamentary purposes the substitute is regarded as a new 
bill, though offered in the form of an amendment. 

If however it be contended that this proposition was not 
a bill, and nothing more than a mere ordinary amendment 
not governed by the rule cited, then reference is made to 
"Cushing's Elements of the Law and Practice of Legislative 
Assemblies." See section 2313, "the general rule being as 
already stated, that no question can a second time be moved 
upon which the judgment of the house has already been ex¬ 
pressed," &c. 

This rule is further explained and expressed by a marginal 
note, which says, that the rule when stated broadly and fully 
may be thus expressed, namely, "that when the house has 
already done a particular thing, that thing can neither be 
undone or otherwise done ; and that when the house has re¬ 
fused to do a particular thing, that thing cannot be done." 

In chapter five, article one of the same work, which treats 
particularly of the general rules applicable to amendments, 
we find the two following rules: 

Section 1307, third rule— “ Whatever is agreed to by the 
house either adopting or rejecting a proposed amendment, 
cannot afterwards be allowed or amended.” 

Section 1308, fourth rule— “Whatever is disagreed to by 
the assembly, cannot afterwards be moved again.” 

These authorities are so directly in point and so fully sus¬ 
tain the point of order raised as to need neither comment or 
argument to show that the ruling of the chair sustained by 
the Senate was wrong. 

The undersigned respectfully submits this brief explana¬ 
tion of his course, in opposition to the views of the President 
and every other Senator voting, and asks that they be spread 
upon the journal.

Mr. Wood offered a bill providing compensation for the 
issue of certain patents ; which was read twice under a sus¬ 
pension of the constitutional rule. 

Mr. Jemison moved to lay the bill on the table ; which 
was carried. 

Mr. Morgan, from the committee on Accounts and Claims, 
reported favorably to the House bill to provide compensa¬ 
tion to Col. J. W. Echols for services rendered in purchas¬ 
ing stores and provisions for the troops of the State. 

On motion of Mr. Reavis, the following amendment was 
adopted: 

Provided, however, that if the said Col. J.W. Echols is in¬ 
debted to the State, or has money in his hands justly due 
the State, to an amount equal to said sum of twenty-two 
hundred dollars, or greater, the said sum hereby directed to 
be allowed shall not be paid, but shall be allowed to him as 
a set-off. 

Mr. Calhoun moved to strike out the word "paid" in the 
first section, third Hue, and insers the word "allowed;" 
which was adopted. 

The bill was read a third time, and passed. 

Mr. Crump, from the committee on Public Lands, re¬ 
ported an amendment as section three to the bill in relation 
to certain public lands in this State. The amendment was 
adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Rice of Montgomery, the word "six" 
was stricken out in the second line of the second section, 
and the word "nine" inserted. 

On motion of Mr. Coman, the words "or their assigns" 
were inserted in the fourth line of the first section, after the 
word "company." 

The bill was read a third time, and passed. 

Mr. Reavis, from the Select committee, reported favorably 
to the House bill to encourage the manufacture of fire arms 
and munitions of war in this State. 

The bill was read a third time, and passed. 

Mr. Clarke, from the committee on Corporations, reported 
favorably to the House bill to incorporate the Mobile Mer¬ 
chants and Traders’ Depository. 
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The bill was read a third time, and passed. 

Mr. Clarke, from the Judiciary committee, to whom was 
referred the resolution in relation to paying the mail con¬ 
tractors in this State since the secession of Alabama and 
until the Confederate States took charge of the same, re¬ 
ported that it was inexpedient to pass any bill on the subject. 

Mr. Barnes, from the same committee, made the follow¬ 
ing minority report: 

The undersigned, members of the committee on the Judi¬ 
ciary, to which committee was referred the resolution and 
petition of certain parties in relation to the propriety and 
justice of the State paying the different mail contractors in 
this State from the eleventh day of January, 1861, to the 
time the Confederate government took charge of the same, 
beg leave to present to the Senate for their consideration 
and adoption the following minority report: 

We believe the contactors were induced to carry out the 
contracts made with the United States government before 
the secession of the State, after the State seceded, in conse¬ 
quence of the ordinance passed by the convention on the 
subject of postal arrangements, believing that the State in¬ 
tended to assume the payment of the same ; that whether 
the ordinance aforesaid bound the State in express words 
and legal effect (which the undersigned inclined to believe) 
to pay the different contractors for services rendered after 
secession, they are of opinion that the State, under the cir¬ 
cumstances, is estopped from denying her liability in equity 
and justice to pay the same, upon the ground that the ordi¬ 
nance of the convention was well calculated to induce such 
a belief on the part of the contractors. The undersigned 
are therefore of opinion that the State in justice and equity 
ought to pay the same. And as a part of this report the 
undersigned present the following bill: 

To compensate mail contractors for services rendered 
under an ordinance of the State convention, adopted Janu¬ 
ary 16th, 1861. All of which is respectfully submitted.

All of which were severally read three times under a sus¬ 
pension of the constitutional rule, and passed. 

Mr. Harrison, a bill to authorize the Governor to issue 
State bonds and treasury notes to supply the deficiencies in 
the treasury, and to extend debts for borrowed money;

Mr. McIntyre, offered the following protest to the action 
of the majority of the Military committee: 

To the Senate: 

The undersigned not concurring in the report of the ma¬ 
jority of the Military committee upon the bill introduced in 
the Senate by himself, begs leave to present the following 
minority report: 

So far as the merits of the bill itself are concerned, I have 
not had the slightest expression of opinion on the part of 
the majority of the committee, and therefore am not pre¬ 
pared definitely to meet and answer any objection which 
they may have to its particular provisions. Indeed the only 
objection urged, so far as I am aware, against its passage is, 
that we have not now the means necessary to be expended 
in setting in operation such an institution as it contemplates. 

I am of opinion that until this war shall have been closed, 
and possibly for years afterwards, the same objection will 
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apply with constantly increasing force at each session of this 
body, if it be entitled to be considered of any force at all. 
Appropriations at this session of the Assembly have been 
numerous and quite large in amount for all purposes of pro¬ 
vision for our military defense ; and now when every member 
of the General Assembly, and every citizen of the State and 
Confederacy, is so thorougly aware that arms of the proper 
quality as well as other munitions of war are in such lamenta¬ 
ble deficiency, while at the same time provision for a full 
supply thereof, is the most important, most sacred and abso¬ 
lutely the most pressing duty we could have discharged dur¬ 
ing the present session with reference to our future and con¬ 
tinued preparation for a vigorous and successful defence, 
would (have been the passage of a bill like that under con¬ 
sideration, it will certainly seem exceedingly strange that 
this matter, after being so long postponed, after being de¬ 
ferred to so many subjects of infinitely less importance, shall 
at last have met with its quietus at the hands of the very 
body whose culpable negligence at the last session caused 
the very deficiency which now so imperatively demands 
amends from us for a past error. 

At the last session it was held—we would have no war, in 
the first place, and in the second place, that if war should 
come, we had a sufficiency of all munitions of war necessary 
to our defence. How grievously in error we were in delaying 
our action, then, to a more convenient season, the sequel 
seems not to have convinced us. We do not know when 
this war shall end, and though it has been in progress now 
but for a few months, the complaints already of a crying 
evil in our army in respect to a deficiency in both the qual¬ 
ity and number of our arms and other munitions of war, is 
coming up from all the land. We did not believe the enemy 
could or would make war at first; next, that if he did he 
could not raise his half million of men. We do not now 
know, but on the contrary we have the best reason to be¬ 
lieve, that he will raise a half million more, and then we 
must raise at least half that many to meet them. The in¬ 
quiry how we shall arm them is quite pertinent. The manu¬ 
factories in operation could not supply them if kept steady 
at work for ten years. What shall we do, in the meantime? 

It will not do to rely on the clandestine importations, for 
recent events certainly show that our enemies, aided by the 
folly of our own people in exposing this means of supply, 
having ample means, will surely close our coast against every 
successful venture of that kind. Supplies cannot come to 
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us from any other source. I have no account In this report 
of the absolute necessity that every people should be entirely 
independent in its supply of Warlike materials of all others 
The Senate are aware, however, of its existence and impor¬ 
tance. If we must have arms, then, why not commence 
now ? Why not show to our enemies that we have resources 
of our own inexhaustible in themselves, and that we are 
making preparation for a war of any length desired by them. 

If we put this subject off now, it may be put off again. If 
not, and the war continues, We will be already at work ; 
when otherwise we will have but just commenced to pre¬ 
pare for opening the way to work. Again, so far from being 
an expense to the State ; so far from being able to provide 
means to establish such an institution, it will be self-sustain¬ 
ing and will soon pay for itself, and eventually, if the State 
desires it, she can sell out at a profit. Suppose the neces¬ 
sary steps had been taken last winter, we would not now 
sell out at a profit of several hundred per cent. 

Not desiring, however, to weary the Senate, while I feel a 
greater interest in this subject than any other, I conclude 
by protesting against any further delay in making prepara¬ 
tion for an immediate and vigorous effort to press forward 
to a successful conclusion the establishment of an institution 
which, as far from impoverishing, I believe will enrich the 
State and make us well prepared for our future defense. 

Under all the circumstances, not here within the ken of 
man, some of which, while they may be looked for by all 
the rest of the world, will startle us and cause us to regret 
the day when we even contemplated such delay.

To the Senate of Alabama : 

The undersigned member from the Senatorial district com¬ 
posed of the county of Pike, respectfully asks leave of the 
Senate to enter upon its journal his protest against the refu¬ 
sal of the body on the 9th day of December, 1861, to rescind 
its resolution of the same date against the introduction of 
new business, to give him the privilege of introducing for 
the consideration of the Senate a bill to be entitled “ An 
act to prevent the depreciation within this State of the Con¬ 
federate currency, and that of the State of Alabama," pro¬ 
viding that hereafter it shall be felony for any person within 
this State to demand or receive in any one transaction for 
gold or silver, or both, in exchange for Confederate or Ala¬ 
bama bonds or treasury notes, or notes of free or chartered 
banks of Alabama, or any one or more of said classes of se¬ 
curities in any proportions more than five per centum dis¬ 
count upon the par value of said securities or notes ; and 
further, against its forced action in adjourning while the un¬ 
dersigned occupied and was entitled to the floor ; and fur¬ 
ther, against its unwarranted violation of its time honored 
custom, not to act upon a bill or motion in the absence of 
the party making it, uniformly observed, not only at the 
present session, but at all previous ones, so far as the un¬ 
dersigned is informed or believes, whenever it is possible for 
the interested party to be present, the undersigned asserting 
that he took his leave within three minutes of the time set 
on previous adjournment.

The question being, shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the decision of the Senate, it was decided in the affirma¬ 
tive.

cation to lay before them. 

The resolution was laid upon the table, and subsequently 
on a motion to take it from the table, it was carried. Yeas

Resolved, (the Senate concurring) that a committee of three 
be appointed on the part of the House to act with a like com¬ 
mittee on the part of the Senate, to wait upon the Governor 
to infonn him that the two Houses having finished the busi¬ 
ness before them, are now ready to adjourn, sine die, unless 
he has some further communication to make. 

Pending the consideration of which, the hour of 12 o’clock 
midnight having arrived, Mr. President declared the Senate 
adjourned sine die, the time fixed in the constitution for the 
limitation of the General Assembly having expired.
